Tue Forty-Nintnh ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING, in accordance 
with Rule XIII, to receive and consider the Report of Council, the 
Balance-Sheet and Statement of Assets and Liabilities, to the 31st of 
December, 1903, and to elect officers, was held at the Castle Arch, 
Guildford, on Saturday, the 19th March, 1904, at 4 pm. The 
President, Viscount MipLeron, in the Chair. 

The Honorary Secretary read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Minutes of the last Annual General Meeting were read and 
adopted. 

The Honorary Secretary then read the Balance Sheet and Statement 
of Assets and Liabilities to the 31st of December, 1903. 

On the motion of the President, seconded by Lieut.-Col. Godwin- 
Austen, it was resolved “That the Balance-Sheet and Statement of 
Assets and Liabilities be received, adopted, and entered on the 
Minutes.” 

The Chairman then requested the Honorary Secretary to read the 
Report of Council for 1903. 


REPORT OF COUNCIL. 


Tue Councit or THE SurRREY ARcH OLOGICAL Society has 
much pleasure in submitting this, its Forty-ninth Annual Report, 
together with the Cash Account and Statement of Assets and Lia- 
bilities to the 31st of December, 1903. 

Tue AnnvuAL Excursion was held on Thursday, July 16th, the 
meeting place being Godalming, whence Rake House, Witley Church, 
Thursley Church, and Godalming Church were visited. The Council 
takes this opportunity of returning the thanks of the Society to all 
who assisted in rendering the meeting successful. 


Rivet 
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The appearance of the Annual Volume of the Collections (Vol. 
XVIII) has been unavoidably delayed, but the papers being now all 
in hand, it is hoped that no long interval will elapse before it is ready 
for issue to all Members whose subscriptions to the year 1903 inclusive 
are not in arrear. The volume, when issued, will be found to contain 
valuable papers by Mr. H. E. Malden, M.A., Mr. A. Ridley Bax, F.S.A., 
Mr. Ralph Nevill, F.S.A., Mr. Philip M. Johnston, Mr. M.S. Giuseppi, 
F.S.A., and Mr. Cecil T. Davis. 

The " excavations at Waverley Abbey in 1903, notwithstanding the 
inconvenience, discomfort, and delay caused by a very rainy season, 
have been anything but disappointing. The first thing to be done was 
to examine the ground north of the brew-house, the position of which 
had been ascertained the previous year. This resulted in the discovery 
of a large block of buildings consisting of a small chamber placed east 
and west, and a much larger building to the north of it, the work being 
of the thirteenth century. Projecting west from the large building 
was an added building, divided into three aisles by wooden posts on 
chamfered stone bases. Mr. Brakspear’s impression is that the small 
chamber was a kitchen, and the building to the north of it the house 
for inferior guests; that to the west would then be the secular 
infirmary. A thick boundary wall to the north-west was then followed, 
which turned at a sharp angle and ran on westward. It terminated in 
a small room, apparently of the twelfth century, with a doorway on 
the north, and a fireplace on the east. North of this was a large barn 
with a doorway on the east opening out into a paved yard of con- 
siderable extent. South of the barn a number of walls were found, 
but these all belonged to a period posterior to the suppression of the 
abbey. The search for the gate-house in this direction was unsuccess- 
ful. Perhaps the most interesting investigations of the season were 
in connection with the earlier excavations, with a view to clearing up 
certain donbtful points. In the chapter-house the north-east angle of 
the earlier one was found; in the dorter, the original south end, just 
on the south side of the main drain; also the north wall of the first 
reredorter in line with the south wall of the misericord. On the site 
of the first church the results were very satisfactory. The south-east 
crossing pier was partly cleared some time ago; the digging was con- 
tinued along its south side to reveal the base of the clustered shaft 
already exposed. It showed itself to have been an insertion, probably 
when the chapter-house was rebuilt. The digging was then continued 
eastward along the inside of the wall as far as the west jamb of the 
old sedilia, which was found to have a moulded base. Following in a 
northerly direction a rough narrow wall, a block of masonry was dis- 
covered to the west of it and in the middle of the presbytery. This 
work could have formed no part of the later church, nor of the original 
arrangement of the first church, but was the rough foundation of the 
temporary timber wall which must have been erected across the old 
presbytery while the new transept chapels were being built, and the 
block of masonry in the middle was the temporary altar. 

With these results the Council has now decided to conclude the 
excavations, as it is advised that further work is likely to be too 
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unprofitable to justify any increase of the heavy debt which the 
Society has already incurred on account of this important undertaking. 
The importance of the whole work is shown by the fact, that the plan 
which it has now been possible to draw of the conventual buildings 
is the most complete of any which has as yet been made of a 
Cistercian house. It is proposed to reproduce this plan in colour, and 
on the same large scale which has already been adopted for Fountains 
and other monasteries, in illustration of the full account of Waverley 
Abbey, which Mr. Harold Brakspear, F.S.A., has kindly consented to 
write for publication in the annual volume of the Collections for 1904. 

In presenting the Cash Account of the Waverley Abbey Excavation 
Fund with this Report, the Council regrets that it has to show a total 
deficit of £138 :6s. 84d. It has to tender the Society’s most hearty 
thanks to all those whose generous donations have helped it to carry 
on the work. At the same time, it must point out that the total 
number of subscribers, several of them not Members of the Society, is 
exceedingly small, and cannot be said to represent adequately the 
Society as a whole. In order that Members may be more generally 
represented in this, by far the most important undertaking which the 
Society has ever carried out, the Council will very gladly receive 
contributions from them, however small, towards the reduction of 
the present heavy debt, which otherwise must seriously cripple the 
Society’s energies in other directions for some years to come. A list 
of further donations already promised or received is appended to the 
list of those which are included in the account. 

The Council desires to tender the most cordial thanks of the Society 
to all those whose labours have permitted the work to be carried out 
to a satisfactory conclusion. To the Rev. T.S. Cooper, in the first 
place, to whom the inception of the excavations was due, and whose 
generosity has permitted their continuation, its thanks are especially 
due. Mr. Cooper superintended the work during the first two seasons, 
but, owing to his absence from the county during a considerable part of 
the later periods, the bulk of the work of superintendence has fallen 
upon Mr. H. Horneastle, whose kind and able services the Council 
desires to take this opportunity of acknowledging. Included in the 
Council’s thanks must also be Mr. Harold Brakspear, whose expert 
advice has been readily given and followed throughout the greater 
part of the excavations ; and Mr. Rupert Anderson, the owner of the 
site, not only for his kind permission, without which the whole under- 
tuking would have been impossible, but also for the considerable pains 
he has been at to help forward the work of excavation. 

In fulfilment of the hope expressed in its last Annual Report, the 
Council has to announce that during the year a new catalogue of the 
books in the Society’s Library has been compiled by Mr. F. H. Elsley, 
the Librarian. The Council hopes to be able to publish this catalogue 
before long, and thereby render more available to Members the very 
useful collection of archwological and topographical books which the 
Society now possesses. 

The losses by death and resignation during the past year have been 
unusually heavy, but the Couneil is pleased to be able to record again 
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an inerease in the Society’s numbers, although a very slight one. It 
must therefore continue to urge upon all Members the necessity of 
making known amongst their friends the objeets of the Society, and 
of enlisting their practical sympathy in the work, if this work is not to 
be curtailed in the future through insufficient furids. 

Among the losses by death the Council has to deplore that in 
November, 1903, of the Hon. G. C. Brodrick, D.C.L., who had been 
for many years a member of the Council. The vacancy on the Council 
thus caused has been filled by the due election of George C. Druce, 
Esq., of Wimbledon. 

The Council takes this opportunity of pointing out to Members that 
during the present year the Society, which was founded in 1854, com- 
pletes the first fifty years of its existence. In order that the Jubilee 
may be suitably celebrated, arrangements are now being made for a 
general meeting of the Society at Guildford, on Thursday, April 28th. 
The arrangements will probably include a loan exhibition, at the 
Society’s premises, of objects of interest to Surrey archzologists, a 
Visit of inspection to the principal places of interest in the town, and a 
public luncheon. Further particulars will be announced in due course. 

The Council would also take this opportunity of recording the fact 
that the Surrey Parish Register Society has been formally founded 
during the past year. It hears with pleasure that the first volume of 
the new Society’s publications, the register of Richmond, is shortly to 
be issued. The Society has already much further material in hand, 
but in order that the printing of it may be advanced with greater 
rapidity, additional subseribers are still urgently needed. The Hon.

Lindens, Sydenham Road, Croydon,

Tne Jupitee CeLepration of the Society was held at Guildford, 
on Thursday, 28th April, 1904, and the proceedings which had been 
arranged by a Special Committee, with Mr. Edmond Foster as its 
Honorary Secretary, were attended by a very large number of the 
Members and their friends. 

A loan exhibition of articles of local and antiquarian interest, which 
had been got together at the Society’s museum, was opened by the 
Mayor of Guildford (Mr. H. Nevill). Following this, visits were 
paid in the morning to the Castle and postern gate, the latter by per- 
mission of Mr. R. Mason, the buildings being described by Mr. I. E. 
Malden, M.A.; to the Town Hall, where the Corporation plate, 
weights and measures, documents, etc., were exhibited by permission 
of the Mayor and Town Council, and were explained by Dr. G. C. 
Williamson ; and to the two ancient erypts on the north and south 
sides of the High Street, which were described by Mr. Ralph Nevill, 
F.S.A. 

At half-past one, luncheon was held in the County and Borough 
Hall, the chair being taken by the Right Hon. Viscount Midleton, 
the Society’s President. Included in the company, which numbered 
about a hundred ladies and gentlemen, was Mr. W. J. Evelyn, of 
Wotton, the Chairman of the first Annual General Meeting of the 
Society, in 1854. 

After the luncheon the following toasts were honoured :— 

“The King,” proposed by the Chairman. 

“The Queen and the rest of the Royal Family,” proposed by the 
Chairman, who took this oceasion of announcing that he had 
received on the preceding day an intimation from Sir Robert 
Collins, that H.R.H. the Duchess of Albany was graciously 
pleased to accept the office of Patron of the Society, for which 
his lordship had been deputed by the Council to solicit her 
Royal Highness’s name. 

“The Surrey Archeological Society,” proposed by the Chairman. 

“The Society of Antiquaries and Kindred Societies,” proposed by 
Viscount Knutsford, G.C.M.G., and responded to by Mr. E. W. 
Brabrook, C.B., F.S.A. 
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“The Mayor and Corporation of Guildford and other exhibitors,” 
proposed by Lord Farrer and responded to by the Mayor of 
Guildford. 

“ The Visitors,” proposed by the Mayor of Guildford and responded 
to by the Mayor of Kingston-upon-Thames (Mr. H. C. Minnitt). 

“ The Chairman,” proposed by Mr. C. H. Master. 

In the afternoon a visit was paid to the fine old house, No, 25, High 
Street, by permission of Mr. A. J. Sturges. Mr, Ralph Nevill described 
the architecture. The day’s proceedings terminated with a visit to 
Abbot’s Hospital, where tea was kindly provided by the Mayor and 
Mayoress. 

Although not included in the official programme, other places were 
opened to inspection during the day by the kind permission of their 
various owners.

Tue Firteentn ConGress oF ARCH OLOGICAL SOCIETIES IN 
Unton with the Society of Antiquaries, was held at Burlington House, 
on Wednesday, July 6th, 1904. The Society was represented by 
Mr. W. Bruce Bannerman, F.S.A., and Mr. Edmond Foster. The 
circular containing the report of the business transacted has been 
issued to members. 

The Council having authorised the Honorary Secretary to obtain 
copies of the “ Classified Index to Archeological Papers, published in 
1903,” that Index was issued to Members with the volume entitled 
“ Waverley Abbey,” being the Society’s annual publication for 1904. 


Tue AnnvuaL Excursion was held on Wednesday, July 13th, 
1904. The Members of the Society and their friends assembled at 
Letherhead Station, and thenee drove to Letherhead Church. The 
history and architecture of the chureh were described by the Vicar, 
the Rev. Canon Utterton, M.A. Leaving the church the party 
proceeded to Mickleham, where the church was inspected and its arehi- 
tecture described by Mr. Philip M. Johnston, A return was then 
made to Letherhead, where the ancient Running Horse Inn, which is 
associated with the heroine of Skelton’s poem, “The Tunnyng of 
Elynour Rummynge,” was next visited. Mr. M. 8S. Giuseppi, F.S.A., 
in the course of a short paper on this inn, stated that Eleanor Rum- 
ming was probably an actual personage living here in the reign of 
Henry VIII, as the name Rumming was of frequent occurrence in the 
neighbourhood in the lay subsidy assessments, and was found in the 
parish register, according to Manning and Bray, as late as 1669. 
Dallaway in his Lethereum (1821) threw out the suggestion that when 
the Court of Heury VIII was held at Nonsuch, about six miles distant, 
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Skelton with other courtiers might frequently have come to Lether- 
head to fish in the river Mole. This was a mere hypothesis, but it 
was undoubtedly true that Skelton, whatever might be the true 
significance of the title of poet laureat as applied to him, was attached 
to the court. He had been tutor to the king when Prince Henry. 
There was a John Skelton resident at Kingston-upon-Thames in 1524 
and 1525, according to the lay subsidy assessments, but it was 
impossible with our present knowledge to identify him with the poet. 
Mr. Giuseppi then concluded with an account of the old English 
industry of ale-brewing, which he distinguished from that of the 
brewing of beer or hopped ale, an industry introduced into this country 
by foreigners, which began to displace the old native industry about 
the reign of Henry VIII. The position of the ale-wife in mediaeval 
society was also described. By permission of the proprietor the old 
half-timbered rooms in the upper part of the inn were inspected. 

After a short interval for luncheon at the Swan Hotel, the party 
drove to Feteham Church, which was described by Mr. Johnston. 
Afterwards a visit was paid, by permission of Mr. John Henderson 
of Randalls Park, to the remains of a Roman camp in an enclosed 
coppice near Pachesham Farm, Letherhead. The remains of this 
camp were pointed out and explained by Mr. H. E. Malden, M.A. The 
party next proceeded to Ashtead, where arrangements for tea had been 
made at the Rosary Tea Gardens. After tea Ashtead Church was 
visited, where Mr. Malden read a paper, printed in the present volume, 
on the de Mara chantry which once existed in this church. Mr. 


Malden also briefly described the remains of the Roman camp in the 
churehyard. 

In the evening the party returned to Letherhead, where a cold 
collation at the Swan Hotel terminated the day’s proceedings.

As the foregoing list contains the names of several Members who 
appeared in the previous list of subscribers to the Fund, the Council 
must again point out that the total number of subscribers bears still a 
very small proportion to the number of Members in the Society. It 
therefore earnestly hopes that many Members, who have not yet sent a 
subscription, will come forward with their contributions, however 
small, towards the reduction of this serious debt, which now stands at 
£95 : 13s. 2)d., in order that the Society may be far more generally 
represented by its Members in the most important archaeological under- 
taking it has yet carried out. The Council is most desirous that 
this debt should be paid off during the current year, and, as a contri- 
bution towards this end, will propose a Resolution for the consideration 
of a Special General Meeting of the Society, authorising the appro- 
priation of the sum of £40 from the Reserve Fund. 

With reference to the Resolution, which was passed at the Annual 
General Meeting in March last, against the proposed destruction of the 
erypt on the south side of the High Street, Guildford, the Council has 
been much gratified to learn that steps have been taken which have 
resulted in the preservation of this interesting specimen of medixval 
architecture. The Council has also during the past year lent its active 
co-operation to the Croydon Antiquities Protection Committee, in the 
latter’s agitation against the threatened demolition of Whitgift’s Hospital 
of the Holy Trinity in Croydon, and it is now hoped that the joint 
efforts which have been made by this and many other archeological and 
kindred societies will result in a better recognition of the value of this 
most interesting building, and thereby secure its permanent preservatioui. 

The Council is pleased to report that in consequence of a large 
accession of new Members, due chiefly to the interest aroused in the 
celebration of the Society’s Jubilee, there bas been a considerable 
increase in the Society’s Members. Nevertheless the Council must 
continue to urge upon Members the necessity of introducing their 
friends to the Society as new Members, if the present standards are to 
be maintained, and also to point out that the Society’s present numbers 
cannot yet be said to represent adequately so populous a county as Surrey.

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Tue SrxtTeentH ConGress oF ARCHEOLOGICAL SOCIETIES IN 
Union with the Society of Antiquaries, was held at Burlington 
House, on Wednesday, July 5th, 1905. The Society was represented 
by Mr. W. Bruce Bannerman, F.S.A., and Dr. W. E. St. Lawrence 
Finny. The circular containing the report of the business transacted 
will be issued in due course to Members. 

The Council having authorized the Honorary Secretary to obtain 
copies of the “ Classified Index of Archwological Papers, published in 
1904,” that Index is issued to Members with the present volume. 


Tur AnnuaL Excursion was held on Thursday, July 13th, 1905. 
The Members of the Society and their friends assembled at Woking 
Station and thence drove to Hoe Place, Woking, which was kindly 
thrown open to their inspection by Mr. Frank A. Booth. The two 
painted ceilings were explained by Mr. H. E. Malden, M.A., who gave 
also some account of the Zouch family, the former owners of the place. 
The paintings on the staircase consisted of mythological and allegorical 
subjects, and had been attributed to Verrio. The painting in the bedroom, 
which was attributed to Sir Godfrey Kneller, represented the apotheosis 
of Queen Mary IT and the triumph of William ILL upon the celebration of 
the Treaty of Ryswick. After a vote of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Booth, 
the party proceeded to the remains of Woking Manor, now used as a 
cowshed. The architectural features were pointed out by Mr. Ralph 
Nevill, F.S.A., who gave a brief sketch of its history and of the royal 
personages who at one time resided or visited there. Woking Church was 
next visited and its architecture described by Mr. Philip M. Johnston. 

After a short interval for luncheon the party drove to Wisley 
Church, and after inspecting it walked across the fields to Byfleet 
Church, Mr. Johnston again deseribing both churches. Leaving 
Byfleet Chureh, the Manor House, Byfleet, was next visited. This 
interesting house, which is believed to have been built for Queen Anne 
of Denmark, was kindly thrown open to inspection by Mrs. Rutson, 
who hospitably entertained the party to tea, A paper on the history 
of the house, written by Miss Mitchell, was read, and Mr. E. P. 
Warren, F.S.A., gave a brief description of the architecture. A hearty 
vote of thanks to Mrs. Rutson for her kindness and hospitality was 
passed, and the party then returned to Woking, where a cold collation 
at the Albion Hotel terminated the day’s proceedings. 


An Arrernoon Meetine of the Society was held on Saturday, 
September 16th, 1905, at Stoke D’Abernon. The members of the 
Society and their friends to a large number proceeded from Cobham 
Station on foot to Stoke D’Abernon Church, the architecture of which 
was described by Mr. Philip M. Johnston. Mr. Johnston's account of 
the church will be printed in Volume XX. Leaving the chureh the 
party proceeded to the Manor House close by, where they were 
hospitably entertained by Mrs. Phillips. The house, which is a fine 
building mostly of the eighteenth century, though some parts are 
considerably earlier and belong probably to the fifteenth or sixteenth 
century, has a large and important collection of pictures by Morland 
and others, which the party was kindly permitted to inspect. A vote 
of thanks to Mrs. Phillips closed the proceedings.

Society. 


II.—The objects of this Society shall be— 


1. To collect and publish the best information on the Ancient 
Arts and Monuments of the County; ineluding Primeval An- 
tiquities; Architecture, Civil, Ecclesiastical, and Military ; 
Sculpture; Paintings on Walls, Wood, or Glass; Civil History 
and Antiquities, comprising Manors, Manorial Rights, Privileges, 
and Customs; Heraldry and Genealogy ; Costume, Numismaties ; 
Ecclesiastical History and Endowments, and Charitable Founda- 
tions, Records, &e.; and all other matters comprised under the 
head of Archeology. 


2. To procure careful observations and preservation of antiquities 
discovered in the progress of works, such as Railways, Founda- 
tions of Buildings, &e. 


3. To encourage individuals or publie bodies in making 


researches and excavations, and afford them suggestions and 
co-operation. 


4. To oppose and prevent, as far as may be practicable, any 
injuries with which Monuments of every description may, from 
time to time, be threatened; and to collect accurate drawings, 
plans, and descriptions thereof. 


I1I.—The subjects of all communications received, together with 
the names of the authors, shall be registered in a book kept for the 
purpose by the Honorary Secretary, which book shall be open to the 
inspection of the Members of the Society. 


1V.—The Society shall consist of Members and Honorary Members. 


V.—Each Member shall pay an Annual Subscription of Ten 
Shillings, to be due on the Ist of January in each year, in advance, 
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and an Entrance Fee of Ten Shillings, or £8* in lieu thereof, as a 
composition for life. 


VI.—All payments to be made to the Treasurer, to the account of 
the Society, at such Banking-house in the Metropolis as the Society 
may direct; and no cheque shall be drawn except by order of the 
Council; and every cheque shall be signed by two Members thereof 
and the Honorary Secretary.

XIV.—There shall be also such other General Meetings in each 
year for the reading of papers and other business, to be held at such 
times and places as the Council may direct.

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BY-LAWS 
ORDERED BY THE COUNCIL 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE LIBRARY. 


February 15th, 1899. 


1.—The Library shall be open for the use of Members daily, with 
the exception of Sundays and the usual general holidays. 


2.—Members whose Annual Subscriptions shall not be more than 
three months in arrear may borrow out of the Library any 
number of printed volumes not exceeding three, and may 
exchange any such volumes as often as they please, provided 
they do not have more than three volumes in their possession 
at any one time. 


3.—Every application for the loan of books shall be made in writing 
to the Librarian at the Castle Arch, who will leave the 
volumes at the Library to be called for by the borrower or by 
some person authorized by him in writing. 


4.—A Library Delivery Book shall be kept, in which shall be 
entered the title of every book borrowed, the name of the 
borrower, and the time of borrowing.

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ROMAN COINS FROM CROYDON. 
(Constantius II., Consrans, Macnentius, AND GALLUS.)

HE hoard which is described in the following pages ' 
was found at Croydon, Surrey, on March 10, 1903, 

by a workman in the employ of the Corporation, who 
was digging a drain-trench in Wandle Road, opposite 
No. 56. The coins were contained in two pots, buried 
only two feet below the surface. The pots were in 
fragments, and so much is missing that reconstruction 
appears to be impossible. One of the pots, of a red 
clay, was decorated with a single band of pattern (a 
row of circular pits between parallel lines); the other,

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of grey clay and harder ware, appears to have been 
quite plain. The pots were apparently without handles. 

The discovery of the hoard excited considerable 
interest, as is evident from the fact that, although 
when the coins were first counted they are said to have 
numbered 3600, the total number which I have been 
able to see amounts to 2796. Of these the Corporation 
have generously presented 210 to the Trustees of the 
British Museum; 23 are in the Guildford Museum; and 
the remainder have been returned to the Corporation, 
and, it is hoped, will be kept together in the Croydon 
Museum. 

Every numismatist worthy of the name must deplore 
the way in which hoards are dispersed before they have 
been properly examined; but so long as collectors are 
allowed to defy the law of treasure-trove with impunity, 
it is hopeless to expect that hoards, to which the law 
unfortunately does not apply, should escape the hands 
of the spoiler. At the same time, since there are very 
few hoards which can be regarded as having been pre- 
served in their entirety, and none of which we can be 
certain that, even if complete, they represent all the 
money in circulation at the date of deposit, we ma 
assume that what remains in this case affords a fair 
average of the whole. With the proviso, therefore, that 
at any time my conclusions may be met by an instantia 
contradictoria, | proceed to deal with the hoard as if it 
were | complete. 

The coins (which are all of the kind known as “second 
brass”) bear the busts and titles of the emperors Con- 
stans (1311), Constantius II. (738), Magnentius (724), 
and of the Caesar Constantius Gallus (11); further, 
twelve coins are so badly preserved that it is difficult 
to say whether they belong to Constans or to Con- 
stantius II. It is in very difficult in many cases to 
distinguish between the better executed barbarous 
imitations and the worse executed official issues, and, 
as there can be no doubt that the imitations were 
accepted in commerce, I have not attempted to draw the 
line between the two kinds. The mints represented are 
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Ambiani, Treviri, Lugdunum, Arelate, Roma, Aquileia, 
Siscia, Thessalonica, Constantinopolis, Heraclea, Cyzicus, 
Nicomedia, Antiochia. The types and inscriptions are

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The date of the burial of the hoard, or rather of the 
issue of the latest coins contained in the hoard (for we 
must remember that they had to find their way to Bri- 
tain), is apparently the first half of the year 351 a.v. It 
contains no coin of Decentius, and only two which allude 
to him, viz. the coins of Magnentius bearing the legend 
VICTORIAE (Or SALVS) DD - NN- AVG- ET CAES. (Lugdunum 
type E and Ambiani type K.) It follows, therefore, 
that the latest coins must date from just after the ele- 
vation of Decentius to the rank of Caesar. On the other 
hand, Constantius Gallus, who was made Caesar by 
Constantius II. on March 15, 351, had enjoyed his rank 
for some time, since the hoard contains coins issued in 
his name at Eastern mints. The war between Magnentius 
and Constantius II. did not actually break out before the 
summer of 351; until that time, although Constantius 
had been preparing for war for nearly a year,’ Mag- 
nentius would have continued to strike coins at the 
Western mints in the name of the rival Augustus and 
his Caesar. On the other hand, had any coins of Decen- 
tius been in existence, it would be remarkable that they 
should not be represented in this hoard, which consists 
mainly of coins issued in Gaul. Everything, therefore, 
conspires to show that the latest coins must be dated 
between the elevation of Gallus to the rank of Caesar 
and the outbreak of the war, ¢.¢. to some time in the 
early summer of 351. The composition of the hoard also 
shows that Decentius was made Caesar only just before 
Magnentius left for the campaign against Constantius.’ 

The earliest types in the hoard are those which I have 
called A, B,C. ‘These, with still earlier types, all occurred 
in the hoard of ‘ third brass” of Damery (Marne), which 
contained no coins of Magnentius.’

They were the latest 
types in the hoard, and were represented by about 100 specimens out 
of a total of some 3900. Even if, as is supposed, the coins of this 
hoard were all made at Damery under unusual circumstances, still 
they would represent the types then in circulation. 
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The Croydon hoard thus overlaps that of Damery by 
three types, but it contains no coins of the smallest 
module, to which, apparently, all the Damery pieces 
belonged. 

But a record exists of another hoard, which must have 
been deposited at just about the same time as that of 
Croydon. It was contained in a leathern purse, protected 
by a pot, in a stone sarcophagus found at Rheinzabern 
in 1852.' Hettner describes 588 out of the 600 or 700 
pieces which were found. They range from before 330 
to the time of Magnentius and Decentius (one coin of 
Claudius II., the rest of Constantine the Great and his 
successors). The largest numbers belong to Constans 
Augustus (293) and Constantius II. Augustus (112). 
Magnentius has only 2 coins, Decentius 1. ‘The majority 
are “small brass,” but a few “middle brass” of the 
FEL - TEMP - REPARATIO group of Constans and Constantius 
were also included, and the three coins of Magnentius 
and Decentius are also ‘middle brass.” There were, 
as in the Croydon find, a great number of blundered, 
barbarous imitations. For purposes of comparison I 
give here the analysis of the coins representing types 
also found in the Croydon hoard.

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The number of coins (30) is so small that it is unsafe 
to base any argument on them. The hoard contained a 
coin of Decentius, but if we allow a month or two for 
the transport of coins from Trier to Britain, it is obvious 
that the Rheinzabern deposit may have been made at 
about the same time as that of Croydon, the new coin of 
Decentius not having at the time penetrated as far as 
Britain." 

To return to the types represented in the Croydon 
hoard. Types B and ©, which had been issued by 
Constans in large quantities, were continued at Trier by 
Magnentius, but especially in the name of Constantius. 
Type B is not recorded for Magnentius by Cohen, and 
only one specimen occurs in the hoard. “So far as I 
know, neither B nor C was struck at any mint but Trier 
by Magnentius i in his own name. The only two speci- 
mens of type C in the name of Constantius II. with the 
mint-marks of Lugdunum are badly blundered, and are 
probably barbarous imitations. At Arelate, again, type C 
was only issued in small quantities in the name of Con- 
stantius. Type D (another of the FEL - TEMP - REPARATIO 
types) is not much later than B and C, but was probably 
struck in larger quantities in the East than in the West. 
Constans and Magnentius between them provide only 

15 specimens out of a total of 249. The coins of Mag- 
nentius of this type are evidently uncommon. Types 
G, H, K, L, M are confined to Magnentius. Types E, F, 
K, i M were probably all issued for the first time in 350 
or 351, for they occur in very small numbers; E and K, 
on the specimens issued by Magnentius, allude to the 
Caesarship of Decentius; F was introduced by Vetranio, 
from whom Constantius took it over;*? and L probably 
refers to the crushing of Nepotian at Rome. In De Salis’ 
arrangement of the British Museum collection, however, 
type E is usually placed first. 

I cannot undertake here to discuss the history of the 
various mints during this period in the light of the new 
find; but I append brief notes on three points.

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As was to be expected, the hoard contains a certain 
number of coins struck at Ambiani, where a mint was 
opened by Magnentius. It is true that M. Mowat has 
suggested! that this mint was opened in 352, after the 
defeat of Magnentius at Mursa; but our hoard, with its 
42 coins of Ambiani, forces us to assign an earlier date 
to the opening of the mint, which was necessitated by 
the enormous quantity of the coins struck by Magnentius 
out of the treasure extorted from his subjects.” The mint- 
marks represented in the hoard (ams, AM, AMB & ) 
belong to the earliest issues; at a later date the star and 
crescent, as at other mints, were employed as differentiae. 

Hettner (p. 146), in discussing the FEL - TEMP - REPA- 
RATIO types as represented at the mint of Trier, gives 
the following list, with the mint-marks which he has 
noticed :— 


(a) Phoenix on rock or globe. TRPe or TRP * 

(6) Soldier dragging captive from hut (our type A). TRP 

(c) Emperor in galley (our types B and C). TRP, sometimes in 
field A 

(d, e) Soldier spearing fallen horseman (our type D). TRP, TRPU 


Type a@ was, curiously enough, not represented in the 
Rhemzabern find, as it was not in that of Croydon. Its 
absence in the former case is peculiarly strange, since the 
find covered a long period anterior to its issue. Hettner’s 
types d, e were also unrepresented at Rheinzabern. He 
points out that d (with the mint-mark Tre) was probably 
not issued in large quantities until after the fall of 
Magnentius. He also concludes that e, with TRPU was 
not issued at all until after that event. His conclusions 
are, on the whole, borne out by the new evidence, although 
a reference to the description of the find given below 
will show that his statement of the mint-marks found at 
Trier with these types requires modification. 

Certain of the issues of Aquileia have been studied by 
M. Mowat.’ The specimens in the hoard throw no light

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on the interpretation of the mint-marks peculiar to this 
mint and to Siscia, but the date of the hoard shows that 
M. Mowat’s explanation of the numeral Lxxt! is incorrect. 
If the numeral referred, as he supposes, to the restoration 
of the sole monarchy on the fall of Magnentius, after 
seventy-two years which had elapsed since the death of 
Probus, then this hoard must date as late as 354 a.p. 
I see no reason to doubt the explanation of the numeral 
as indicating that the coins were struck nominally at 
72 to the pound. M. Mowat’s average weight for the 
coins in question is 4°385 grammes. The weights of the 
three new specimens are—

The combined averages yield 4°321 grammes, ¢. e. only 
0-227 grammes (or less than four grains troy) below the 
normal weight. Surely such a slight deficiency in coins 
of this metal, especially if allowance be made for loss 


by wear, need not surprise us.

ASHTED AND THE DE MARA CHANTRY.

SHTED, now Ashtead, in Domesday Stede, later 
Estede (Harl. MS. 50, B. 23), in 1279 Akestede 
(Quo Warranto Rolls), but again in proceedings at 
law dating from 45 Hen. III to 9 Hen. VII, quoted 
below, Estede, was perhaps really the Ash-stede, or place. 
The modern spelling therefore, Ashtead, nearly pre- 
serves the original, if the unnecessary and lately added 
abe omitted. It is worthy of note that the Oak-stede, 
suggested by the version in 1279, became Oxted in 
another place in Surrey, which was anciently Acstede. 
The church stands in a quadrangular enclosure, of 
which the western bank and ditch, part of the southern 
bank, and a little of the northern bank, are well pre- 
served. The enclosure is probably Roman. Many 
Roman bricks are built into the east and south wall of 
the chancel. There was a north window in the body of 
the church, headed by a semi-circular arch of Roman 
brick, which has been completely removed. Figured 
tiles, with animals upon them, have been found in the 
churchyard. The Roman road across the downs, Stone 
Street or Pebble Lane, is under half-a-mile off to the 
east. There was probably a small military station here, 
converted into an enclosure round a country villa. The 
fields south of the church retain the names of Upper and 
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Lower Bury Fields, named no doubt from the defensible 
enclosure. 

The church, St. Giles’, has been added to and 
modernised out of all archzeological interest. The font 
may be late fifteenth century, and the east window may 
be of the scene date, but it was brought from near 
Maestricht, and only set up here in the last century. 

The principal antiquarian interest of the place, apart 
from the Roman remains, is connected with the chantry 
“in a chapel at Estede.” Ashted was a rectory at the 
time of Pope Nicholas’ taxation, 1291. In 1320 there 
was a vicar of Ashted (Add. MS. 15,506). Possibly in 
Henry the Second’s reign (see Harl. MS. referred to 
above) there was a clericus de Estede. No record seems 
to exist of any chapel apart from the church ; and it is 
probable, therefore, that the now rebuilt chapel north of 
the chancel represents an ancient side chapel. 

In 45 Hen. III, 1261, Matthew de Mara, who held the 
Manor in socage of the Earl of Surrey and Warenne, 
founded a chantry where three chaplains were to say 
masses in perpetuity for the soul of his father Henry de 
Mara, his ancestors and his heirs. Had the foundation 
been after the usual fashion, providing an endowment 
from land for the support of the chantry, it would no 
doubt have had an uneventful story, till the final sup- 
pression of 1547. But the De Banco Rolls of Michael- 
mas Term, 9 Hen. VII, No. 926, m 427, give us the last 
recorded stage of a quarrel about it protracted over more 
than a century. The mischief began from the endow- 
ment of the chantry by a lump sum of 250 marks of 
silver, and became more widely interesting from the 
inheritance of Matthew de Mara having devolved upon 
coheiresses and their descendants, whereby the souls of 


many families gained an interest in the due performance 
of the masses. 
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A sketch of the descent will show the families 
interested.

Note to Genealogy.—Henry de Mara was one of Henry 
the Third’s Justices. Peter de Montfort the elder was 
one of the most zealous supporters of the party of his 
namesake, but not kinsman, Simon de Montfort. He 
was one of the Council of Nine who governed under 
the Earls of Leicester and Gloucester and the Bishop of 
Chichester, after Lewes. He fell at Evesham. His son 
Peter fought on the same side, and was subsequently 
admitted to pardon under the Award of Kenilworth. 
His son and grandson John were summoned to Parlia- 
ment in 1295 and 1313 respectively. Peter was 
summoned in 1336, and up to 1349, but not afterwards. 
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To return to 1261; in that year Matthew de Mara 
made an agreement with Richard, Prior of Newark, 
whereby the Prior undertook, for the sum of 250 marks 
in silver, to find and maintain in the chapel of Estede, 
** tres capellanos idoneos cotidie celebrantes in praedicta 
“ capella pro animis Henrici de Mara antecessorum et 
* heredum suorum in perpetuum.” ‘ Et si forte con- 
‘“ tigerit quod praedictus prior, vel successores sui, vel 
“ ecclesia sua praedicta, defecerint in inventione vel 
‘‘ sustentatione praedictorum capellanorum secundum 
** quod praedictum est, idem prior concessit pro se et 
* successoribus suis et ecclesia sua praedicta ”—that it 
should be lawful to distrain upon the goods of his house 
in Surrey or in Essex, for the provision of the chaplains. 
A fine was made in Court, before John de Wyville and 
his colleagues, Justices, fifteen days before the Purifica- 
tion, 45 Hen. IIL.’ 

Now it was not easy to invest money otherwhere than 
in land. There was no stipulation that land was to be 
acquired, and in all probability the Prior of Newark 
spent the money on the needs of his house, or left it 
for a successor to spend. Nevertheless chaplains were 
appointed, and paid, sometimes. On June 10th, 1346, 
two priests were ordained by the Bishop of Winchester 
to the chantry at Ashted ;* in May, 1347, a third,’ and 
on September 22nd, 1347, a fourth were* so ordained, 
the value of the benefice to each being five marks a 
year, or six per cent. upon the capital sum. But the 
fact that Bishop Edyngdon should find it necessary to 
ordain four priests to the chantry, almost immediately 
after he had become bishop, suggests a neglect in filling 
up the places before. 

At all events neglect shortly occurred. The Black 
Death of 1349 pretty certainly impoverished Newark 
Priory, perhaps it killed the three chaplains, perhaps 
made better posts vacant for them. In keene

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Term, 38 Edw. III (1364), Peter de Montfort sued the 
Prior of Newark, asking that the agreement should be 
carried out, for there were no chaplains and no masses 
were sung. Peter was in a perilous case. If Dugdale 
is right he was in orders, had returned to the life of the 
world and married. Rome, domiciled at Avignon, had 

robably granted some sort of dispensation, for money ; 
ut it was a question whether any dispensation was any 
good. Peter must have been going on for seventy if he 
was not more; his father had been dead 68 years. He 
would be interested in having these masses said before 
many years were over. 

The Prior pleaded that Peter was no party to the 
fine, nor the heir of a party; that neither Peter nor his 
ancestors had made any agreement with the Priory for 
the maintenance of the chaplains; that the agreement 
referred to was not perpetual; that no holdings or profits 
of holdings of land had passed to anyone; lastly, that 
the Prior of 1261 could not burden the Priory for more 
than his own lifetime. The Court, however, decided in 


favour of Peter. But in Trinity Term, 44 Edw. III, 
1370, Peter being dead, Baldwin de Freville, knight, 
Margeria, daughter of John de Sudley, and Thomas, son 
of Joan, daughter of John de pena kinsfolk and heirs of 


Henry de Mara, came and complained that the agree- 
ment was still unfulfilled, and they asked for a writ 
against the Prior. This was granted to them, returnable 
in Michaelmas Term. 

But it was obviously easier to prove the Prior in the 
wrong than to keep up the pressure necessary to force 
him to fill up the three places from time to time as the 
became vacant. If the effort was successful in 1370, it 
was unlikely that the next Prior would act without 
compulsion. The 250 marks had probably been spent 
long ago. At any rate in 1493 the old neglect again 
prevailed, and the whole extensive clan who could claim 
descent from Henry de Mara were in the field. 

The devolution of inheritance upon coheiresses had 
made the replacing of the non-existent chaplains a 
matter of interest far and wide. On November 10th 
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came into court Thomas Ferrers, knight, Henry Wil- 
loughby, knight, John Norbury, knight, John Aston, 
esquire, and Edward Belknap, esquire, kinsfolk and 
heirs of the deceased Peter. They swore that he was 
dead; which was likely, as he had been born some two 
hundred years before, (perhaps they feared that he was 
something more), and they asked for a writ against 
Laurence, the then Prior. They obtained a writ re- 
turnable within fifteen days of St. Hilary; but in the 
long run their efforts were seemingly unsuccessful. 
When the chantries fell in 1547 no mention occurs of 
a chantry in Ashted Church; certainly there were no 
lands to be confiscated, but neither were there any 
pensions to be seized. The story affords an illustration, 
among many, of how many more chantries had been 
founded than were ever suppressed by legal means. 

The descent of the manor is given in Manning and 
Bray. The genealogy of De Montfort, &c. is incom- 

lete there, and the dates of the deaths of John de 

Montfort the younger and of Peter are wrong. The 
latter went to law in 1364, so certainly had not died 
in 1358. 

Among the later holders of the manor was Sir Robert 
Howard, Dryden’s brother-in-law; himself an author, 
who would scarcely be remembered as such had not 
his great relative made him the defender of the losing 
cause in the “ Essay of Dramatic Poesy,” patched his 
poor performances, and provoked his jealousy.

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NOTE ON A LATE KELTIC BURIAL GROUND 
RECENTLY DISCOVERED AT HASLEMERE.

N the 4th of November, 1903, a gardener in the em- 
ploy of Miss Harrison, at Coombe Cottage (about 

a quarter of a mile from the town on the Godalming 
Road), discovered some pieces of pottery, one foot 
below the surface, whilst planting trees in the garden. 


At first the pottery was not viewed with much inter- 
est, and unfortunately was allowed to remain out of 
doors all night, filled with damp earth as found, with 
the result that some pieces, intact when taken out of 
the ground, were cracked by the frost. 

Next day three vessels were brought to the Museum 
for our inspection. We went to Combe Cottage, saw the 
remainder, and pronounced the ‘‘find” to be probably 
Roman. Permission being granted to take away the 
pottery for examination, we restored the cracked pieces 
to the best of our ability, and took the perfect ones to 
the British Museum for expert opinion, where we were 
informed that they belonged to the Late Keltic period 
(Early Iron Age), with approximate date of B.c. 200. 

The vessels were all made on a_ potter’s wheel. 
Careful examination of the fragments points to the in- 
terment of no less than twenty-two vessels at the one 
spot. The following notes were taken at the time. 
By measuring the larger rim fragments the diameter 
of the mouth of an urn was easily ascertained, 
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(1) Calcined human bone. 

(2) Fragments of a large cinerary urn (black ware), which probably 
contained the above. 

(3) Cup-shaped vessel of reddish ware, measuring four inches in 
diameter by two in height. In a perfect condition. 

(4) Vessel similar to preceding, of slightly smaller dimensions, also 

(5) Another of the same pattern, not quite intact. [ perfect. 

(6) Fragments of red ware. These consisted of remains of another 
vessel of similar design to number 4, and fragments of at least 
three others. 

(7) A shallow saucer of coarse red ware, much resembling in shape, 
ete., an-ordinary flower pot stand. Not quite perfect. 

(8) Fragments of another vessel similar to the preceding one. 

(9) Shallow saucer-like vessel of black ware, unbroken ; mea- 
suring seven inches in diameter and nearly two inches in 
depth. 

(10) A drinking vessel (?) of black ware (much broken), five inches 
in diameter, and nearly three inches in height. Of very 
neat design. Fragments of another of similar size and 
design. 

(11) A bottle or jug in black ware, standing about six inches high, 
and five inches in maximum diameter. It was in many frag- 
ments, and was with much difficulty partially restored. The 
handle was broken off and has not been found. 

(12) Part of base of small urn in dark brown ware. 

(18) Two small fragments of a vessel. These were of special inte- 
rest as showing ornamentation of similar design to that of 
vessels disinterred from the British Lake Dwellings at Glas- 
tonbury, also of the Late Keltic period. Thin dark ware. 


Fragments with ornamentation similar to that on pottery found 
in the Lake Dwellings near Glastonbury, Somerset. 


(14) Fragments of rim of an urn of 8-inch diameter at the mouth. 
Thick, coarse dark ware. 

(15) Fragments of another, of 7-inch diameter. 

(16) Many fragments and the base of an urn, in dark ware. 

(17) Base of an urn or drinking cup, also dark ware. 

(18) Fragmentary base of an urn. 

(19) Fragments of another urn of thick dark ware, 
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Remains of a Late Keltic Burial Urn, found 
Haslemere in 19038. 
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Worked Flints found in association with Late Keltic 
Haslemere, 1903. 
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From a heap of stones collected in the garden at 
the time when the soil was trenched, we gathered a 
large number of fragments of cinerary urns and other 
vessels. Many valuable pieces of pottery might have 
been saved if the labourer employed to dig over the 
ground (prior to the occupation of the house) had only 
known the interest attached to the vessels he treated 
so ruthlessly. 

We carefully examined (digging shallow holes here 
and there) the ground in the vicinity. The rough plan 
given on next page will assist in describing the remain- 
der of the operations. 

Site (1) is that of the ‘‘find” above described. At the 
extreme end of the trenched soil (2), and about fifteen 
yards from the first “find,” fragments were exceptionally 
numerous. A trench was dug, parts of an urn and 
another vessel, together with three or four bits of burnt 
bone, were found. 

The adjoining meadow was separated by a newly- 
made hedge. Until quite recently the be i consti- 
tuted one large field, locally known as ‘ Beeches,” and 
for a long time had been used as allotment grounds. 
Mr. Rollason, of Hindhead, owned the meadow. Upon 
hearing of the discovery, he very courteously allowed 
us to excavate in the field, remarking that whatever 
might be found he would present to the Museum. 

Under our supervision the ground was dug over to the 
extent as marked on plan. Nearly opposite to the site 
of the original “find” (3 on sketch) we found the 
remains of a burial urn containing calcined bone. At 
4, 5, 6, and 7, we found other urns. All were quite 
near the surface, all were in an upright position and 
not more than a foot below the soil. It was evident 
that when the ground was ploughed and dug in the 
past, the upper parts of the urns must have come in 
contact with the plough, for we failed to find a per- 
fect one; in all the rims were broken, in some cases 
missing. The nearest approach to perfection is shown 
in Plate II. The rim is missing, fragments of it were 
found in the ground close by. 
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We failed to find bronze or metal of any kind. It 
may be that the ground had been rifled for treasure in 
the past. 

A few worked flints (see Plate II) were found in 
direct association with the burials. Two or three of the 
flakes occurred amongst the bones. This fact is of in- 
terest in connection with the discovery of a neolithic 
settlement on Blackdown, about two miles from this spot. 

We may infer that the bodies were burnt close by, 
from the discovery in one place of many burnt stones, 
pieces of charcoal, and calcined bone. 

A very interesting find was a pavement of flat stones, 
three feet or more below the surface. These stones were 
arranged in such a manner as to resemble a huge 
shallow saucer about six feet across. The depression 
was filled with a great quantity of fine sand and char- 
coal, which had evidently been subjected to intense 
heat. Amongst the sand were large pieces of charcoal 
and fragments of pottery, but not a trace of human 
bone. In all probability it was the spot where 
the cinerary urns were baked. Mr. Jonathan Hut- 
chinson, F.R.S., examined the “ pavement” and its 
contents, and supports this conclusion. In every case 
we may suppose that the interment was originally 
at a greater depth, though not surmounted by a 
mound of stones and earth. The erosion of sandy soil 
(Hythe Beds, Neocomian) during a period of two 
thousand years—perhaps longer—must have been very 
great. 

We are informed, on good authority, that some work- 
men, while digging the foundations of a house on 
Hindhead in 1897, unearthed a vessel containing bones. 
It fell to pieces and was thrown away. There is little 
doubt that it was a late Keltic cinerary urn. It is 
very desirable that workmen employed in digging 
trenches, wells, or quarrying stone, should be more 
generally advised to keep a careful look-out for re- 
mains of antiquarian and geological interest. The 
promise of a small fee for anything found would secure 
its safe removal. 
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Plate III depicts some of the vessels found in site (1). 
The vessel in the centre on the right hand, the lowest on 
the left, and that on the card, are all made of sandy clay, 
and are of a red colour. In shape they much resemble 
some Keltic pottery from the Ticino Valley, Switzerland, 
which may be seen in the British Museum. The others 
are of ra colour, and contain large grains of silica. It 
will be observed that the smaller vessels, through their 
shallowness, escaped destruction from the plough. No 
particular attention was paid to the position of these 
vessels ; the gardener asserts, however, that they were 
arranged around some of the larger fragments. 

At the moment of going to press another find of late 
Keltic pottery of exceptional interest has been made 
at about 300 yards from the site of the original find. 
The owner of the land, Mr. Deas of Haslemere, very 
generously allowed us to excavate the spot with the 
object to secure for the Museum anything that might 
be found. We ascertained that at least fifty-six vessels 
had been deposited within a circle of about six yards 
diameter, including three almost perfect cineraries, the 
fragments of nine others; twenty-eight bowls and pater 
(some in a perfect condition); and the fragments of 
sixteen others. One of the cinerary urns and some of 
the vessels are depicted in the accompanying illustra- 
tion (Plate I). Two of the cineraries contained pieces 
of rudely chipped flint; we also found in one of them 
a burnt fragment of a bronze fibula. All the bowls and 
pateree were arranged around the three cinerary urns, 
and are of very diversified shape, no two being exactly 
alike. ‘The ware is of five or six different qualities. 
It is hoped that in the near future further discoveries 
will be made.

The finding of a curious lead plug in the base of one 
of the cineraries would make it appear that this urnfield 
is of a later date than at first supposed.

ie the particulars of the Town previous to thie 

grant of Queen Elizabeth’s Charter, | am entirely 
indebted to Mr. Perey Woods, C.B., whose large col- 
lections relating to the neighbourhood are always so 
liberally placed at the disposal of members of the 
Society. The same gentleman has made and extended 
for me the copy of the Latin Charter which is printed in 
the Appendix. 

According to the Report of 1835 on Municipal Corpo- 
rations,’ the Borough claimed to have a Charter of 28 
Edward I, but none of the inhabitants appeared to have 
seen it, and no allusion to it could be traced in any 
existing documents. 

There can be no doubt that the Charter referred to, 
was that granted 7th June 1300, to Simon Bishop of 
Salisbury.” This conferred a market at his manor of 
Godalmying on Monday in each week and a yearly 
fair there on the vigil, the feast and the morrow of 
SS. Peter and Paul; at the same time he had the grant 
of a market and fair at his manor of Chiddingfold. 
There was an Inspeximus of this Charter on the 15th 
March, 17 R. 

The inhabitants enjoyed some special privileges as 
tenants of the Bishops of Salisbury; such were ex- 
emption from toll on their goods and merchandize

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throughout the kingdom, freedom from service at the Shire 
and Hundred Courts other than their own, and the right 
that, subject to certain exceptions, writs should be served 
upon them by their own bailiff; the King’s servants 
had no right of entry into the liberty of the manor or 
hundred. 

Whether these privileges were solely derived from 
charters granted to the Bishops of Salisbury or were 
to some extent inherent to the vill of Godalming as part 
of the ancient demesne of the Crown, is not certain. 
They were claimed by the Bishop and allowed at the 
Guildford Assizes in 7 Edward I,’ and the exemptions 
from toll, and service at courts, are referred to as part 
of certain liberties granted to the Bishops of Salisbur 
in a document, especially applying to the men of Godal- 
ming, addressed to the Sheriffs, Mayors, &c., and dated 
22 October, 15762 

Prior to the Charter of Queen Elizabeth, the town 
appears to have been governed by the ordinary rules 
affecting the vills or tithings which formed the Hun- 
dred of Godalming, and by the general regulations, 
parliamentary or otherwise, which affected trade.’ The 
precise limits of the market town are not known, but 
there must have been some recognized area, as fines were 
inflicted for carrying on manufactures outside the town. 
In 1440, 1441, 1452 and 1483, persons named Glover 
were fined for carrying on their trade of whitening 
leather outside the market town.‘ On the east side of 
Church Street, there was a house named Glovers ; this 
was in the manor of the Rectory of Godalming, which 
was distinct from that of the town, and belonged to the 
Dean and Chapter of Salisbury. It is possible therefore 
that it was outside the market town, and that its owners 
were not entitled to the privileges enjoyed by the tenants 
of the Bishop.

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It is interesting to find this trade, now carried on on 
such a large scale, already existing at so early a date ; 
it is evident from the name of the tradesmen that the 
leather was used in glove making. 


The old Hundred House stood on the site of the 
— market house. A deed of 1532 refers to the 

ing’s Way that led from the Hundred House in 
Godallmyng towards the East Bridge, as forming the 
northern boundary of a house which must have been 
situated somewhere to the west of Pound Lane on the 
south side of the High Street; and a will of 1613, 
although imperfectly drawn up or copied, most clearly 
indicated that ‘‘Church Street” led from the Hundred 
House to the Church. 

Probably the Hundred House was adopted as the 
market house of the new Corporation. 

This Market House is shown in the two accompany- 
ing views; that from a painting probably gives a fair

idea of the building, but that from the engraving in 
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Vol. 84 of the Gentleman’s Magazine of September 1814, 
is a very poor representation, and it is only inserted as 
to some extent corroborative of the painting. It would 
seem that the walling on one side had been taken out 
and posts substituted to form an open space. The 
stocks and pump are shown in both views. 

The building behind the house is evidently the White 
Hart, and it will be noticed that it has gables to the 
street whereas the present building has none. It was 
almost universal for old buildings to have gables to their 
fronts, and probably in this, as in many cases, the gables 
have at some time been shorn off to save repairs and the 
tiling carried through. 

The Market house appears to have been in a 
decayed state as early as 1616, when John Purchase, a 
dyer of Godalming, by will of May 25, charged his 
executors to repair the market house and Fishcross in 
Godalming, ‘‘as well in timber worke, ground pynning, 
walling, and other necessary reparations from the ground 
pynning to the plate of the said houses.” The Accounts 
are full of repairs to the market house till the time of 
its demolition. 

According to the Gentleman’s Magazine Supplement, 
1792, Mr. Edmund Woods,’ who died 25th December, 
1792, had almost new paved the town, and was prepared 
to build a new market house and an assembly room over 
it at his own expense. ‘The present Town Hall was, 
however, not built till 1814, when it was built by sub- 
scription, Mr. Perry of Godalming being the architect. 
It was lately proposed to remove it as an obstruction ; 
but a very general protest has preserved it. 


The original Charter of Elizabeth appears to have been 
lost, but among the town papers is a small MS. book 
containing a case prepared for the opinion of the 
Solicitor-General, Mr. Richardson; the opinion is dated 
February 22nd, 1726. 

This book contains a Latin copy of certain Letters 
patent of Inspeximus of the 18th Charles I, which 


' Ancestor of the family of Woods of Shopwick, near Chichester, 
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recite the Charter of Elizabeth, and state that it has 
been exemplified at the request of John Woods, 
Warden, Henry Bradfould, Michael Greene, and other 
inhabitants of the town. <A copy of this is given in 
the Appendix, and the recital of the Elizabethan 
Charter is found by Mr. Woods to differ only very 
slightly from the enrolment of the original Charter at 
the Public Record Ofiice.' ‘The notes which I give 
here are taken from an English translation that aceom- 
panies the book, but appears from the writing to be 
of the date of the Inspeximus of Charles Il. The 
original Latin Charter is lost, but there is a later 
translation in modern English. 

This earlier translation recites that, by letters patent 
bearing date the 25th January, 1575, Queen Elizabeth 
granted Incorporation to the town of Godalming in a 
deed in these words :—‘ The Queene to all to whom &e. 
Greeting, Whereas The Inhabitants of the Town of 
Godallminge in our county of Surry being in moste 
extreme ruine and decay have humbly beseeched us 
That wee, for the SustentaGon and AlleviaGon or easing 
them of the great burthen and expense which they from 
time to time doe sustaine and from day to day are more 
and more very likely to be Compelled to Sustaine and 
maintaine Wee vouchsafe (or think fitt) to creat erect 
and make the Inhabitants of the said aforesaid Towne 
into a body Corporate & pollitiq., Wee being Graciously 
pleased with theire supplicacon Considering the State of 
the saide Towne & desiring to promote ye Towne to a 
better State Of our Special grace certamg knowledge 
& mere motion Wee have willed ordained Constituted 
decreed and granted And for us our Heires and 
Successors by these presents doe will ordaine Constitute 
decree and grant That the said ‘Towne of Godallminge 
in our said County of Surry from henceforth is and shall 
be a free Towne corporate in Reallity deed & Name 
of one Warden and Inhabitants, By the name of the 
Warden & Inhabitants of the Towne of Godallminge in 
the county of Surry.” 


2 Patent Roll, 17 Elizabeth, No. 1129, Memb. 4. 
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She then grants them a common seal, and then “ by 
these pres sents dov assign name make and ordaine, our 
beloved John Perrior an approved man and an In- 
habitant of the said Towne of Godallming to be ye first 
& moderne Warden of the said ‘Towne of Godallming 
the office of Warden of the said Towne faithfully to 
performe by his oath until the Feast of S° Michaell the 
Archangel next ensuing.” 

The Charter then appoints a meeting together of the 
inhabitants every feast of St. Michael to choose one man 
of the principal inhabitants of the town with the various 
necessary regulations in case of death, &e. 

The Queen further grants to the town aforesaid that 
they shall ‘hold every weeke throughout ye yeare one 
Markett To witt on Wensd: vy And one faire ye yeare 
every yeare for ever to last for three days to witt on the 
vigill or eve in the day and on the morrow of the feaste 
of the Purificacon of the blessed Vi irgin Mary together 
with the Court of Piepowder there in the time of the 
same faire and Markett to hold with all Libertys & free 
Costomes to ye said Court belonging Together with toll 
stallage piccage fines amercements and all other proflitts 
Commoditys & emoluments,” ‘soe nevertheless 
that these faires & Marketts are not to the hurt of other 
neighbouring faires or other neighbouring Marketts.” 

The Warden himself or by deputy i is to gather the tolls 
at the said fair and markets, &e. 

The exemplification was signed Grimston, Ca. and by 
two of the Masters in Chancery. 

Sir Harbottle Grimston was Master of the Rolls at the 
time. 

The statement in the original Charter that the town 
was in extreme ruin and decay seems to have been only 
a usual legal formula that was generally used in similar 
cases, and was certainly not true of Godalming. 


The next muniment in date is an original on vellum 
or parchment, but my version is taken from the copy 
made for Mr. Richardson and included in the Ms. 


book. 
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The original is in the custody of the Town Clerk, and 
retains the seal of Lord Verulam, but the other two seals 
are gone. 

The title begins ‘‘ Ordinances & Constitutions made 
and established for the better Order and government of 
the Towne of Godalming in the county of Surry and 
confirmed by the Right Honble Francis Lord Verulam 
Lord Chancellor of England,” &e. 

Although the document is rather long in proportion to 
its points of interest, I am giving it at length in the 
Appendix, as extracts are of very little use to students. 
The preamble states that Godalming is “an Auncyent 
clothinge Towne and the Inhabitants thereof of Long 
tyme and beyond the memory of any man to the con- 
trary have bin principally ymployed in the making 
dying fulling and dressing of Woollen Cloth.” 

The first eight ordinances deal with the election of 
Warden, Assistants and other officers, and the fines for 
non-performance of duties. No. 9 with weights and 
measures, and 10 with apprentices. Nos. 11—14 with 
the introduction of strangers. No. 15 is a somewhat 
drastic rule against such as “‘ wilfully oppose themselves 
against the Warden and Assistants of the said Town 
in anything touching the good Government thereof.” 
No. 16 against railing and reviling. No. 17 against 
any that “shall be a Haunter of any Alehouse or 
tiplinge House.” Nos. 18—20 deal with the provision 
of a public clock, taxation and chimneys. Nos. 21 and 
22 forbid the setting of any vat for dying or the drying 
of cloth, and the opening of shops on the Sabbath day ; 
and Nos. 23 and 24 with the keeping of the streets. 

No. 26 lays it down that no “ Inkeeper Alehouse 
keeper or Tipler” shall entertain any inhabitant for 
more than half-an-hour either at one time or altogether 
on the same day, and fixes nine at night as closing time. 
No. 27 forbids the refusal of travellers by innkeepers. 


The case for the Solicitor-General for which these 
deeds are recited contains the following queries :— 
“Ist. Whether Barley brought into the Towne on 
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Market days or other days of the Week bought by 
Maltsters by Sample for making Malt shall pay Toll.” 

The opinion is given that it ought to pay toll 

on market days, but that it is uncertain if this 

ruling should apply to barley sold at other times. 


“It is insisted that Barley has some Exemptions by 
Acts of Parliament. 


“The buying of Barley to make into Malt is not 
within the Stat: of Forestalling And Ingrossing but 
I don’t know of any other particular priviledge it 
has from other Wares and Merchandizes.” 


2nd. What are the Libertys and Customs of the 
Court of Piepowder. 


*“T perceive a Court of piepowder is granted by 
this Charter which is a Court for the Determination 
of Differences arising upon Bargains contracts and 
Disorders within the Fair or Market or precincts 
thereof: it must be for some matter concerning the 
same Fair or Markett and Done complained heard 
and determined the same day: the Plaintiff must 
make Oath that the Contract was made or the 
Injury done during the time of the Markett or 
Fair and within the Jurisdiction: A Jury may be 
immediately summoned to try the Cause And the 
proceedings are from hour to hour: It is a Court 
of Record and must be held before a Steward who 
is the Judge there.” 


3rd. Whether Indentures of Apprenticeship are good 
although not enrolled with the Warden. Answer: such 
Indentures will hold good but will be subject to a fine 
of five shillings if not so enrolled. 


“4th. Whether any person not being a Freeman 
according to the 11th Article of Constitution can sett 
upp any Trade without the Consent of the Warden.” 

“‘T am of opinion that this Bylaw is in restraint 
of Trade and therefore not good Unless there be 
some Custom to Warrant it, for I conceive no

Corporation has such a priviledge without Custom 
or an Act of Parliament to support it.” 


“5th. Whether by the 19th Artic. of Constitution a 
Rate can be made on the Inhabitants for paying a Man 
to serve as a Bellman and Bedle in the Town and for the 
Repair of a Fire Engine.” Answer in the affirmative. 

This book’ also contains copies of the Warden’s and 
bailifi’s oaths and a note (said to be taken from the 
Corporation Book) as to a bond to be given by the 
Warden and his Assistants to the bailiff to indemnify him 
on levying penalties and forfeitures of distress. There 
are also notes as to warrants to the bailiff and constables 
and tything men to assist the bailiff, and a note that 
in 1673 the Corporation and the Lord of the Manor 
had each of them these officers. A note states that 
an apprentice was inrolled 16th May, 1782, Jonathan 
Beza, Warden. 

At the beginning is a note, ‘Guildford Staff dated 
1565 ; Godalming do. 1589.” 


Another case drawn up for Mr. Dunning, the Solicitor- 
General, in 1770, shows that all did not go quite smoothly 
in the Corporation, but it does not seem that the corrup- 
tion alleged can have been of a very serious nature. 

It is stated—That there is a bellman in the town at a 
salary of £10 a year, and a Clock at the Market house 
kept in repair at a cost of 26s. or 27s. 

There has been no pitched market till within these 
3 or 4 years, and the Tolls therefore have been very 
inconsiderable, and the Warden and Assistants have 
always made an assessment for expenses for the Clock 
and Bellman. 

The Warden and Assistants have been in the habit of 
making the same rate at a private meeting, not accord- 
ing to any rule, but as they thought fit “according to 
their judgment of the circumstances of the Inhabitants. 
That the Warden delivered the assessment to the Bailiff, 
who collected as much as he could get, and, after paying 


1 See Appendix, 
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the expenses, handed the balance to the Warden, who 
kept it together with such little tolls as he could get, 
without giving any account of it. 

In the election of Warden sometimes the inhabitants 
in general have been permitted to vote, and sometimes 
those only who had served the office of Parish Constable 
or Tythingman, according as it served the turn of the 
then Warden and Assistants, but the Warden has been 
always chosen out of the Assistants, and three of the 
Assistants have always been put into the election by 
the then Warden. 

That when an Assistant died, the Warden and Assist- 
ants appointed his successor instead of proceeding to 
election according to the first constitution. 

It is stated—That there is a book belonging to the 
Corporation in which there are memorandums made 
of the choice of the Warden from time to time, and 
other entries, and in the former part of the book there 
are entries of the Wardens’ disbursements entitled the 
Wardens’ Account, and an account of how much was 
collected by the rate but no account of what was 
received by Tolls. 

Mr. Abraham Toft being elected Warden in 1761, 
and thinking it was the Warden’s duty to account for 
the sums received and paid, he did render account 
thereof ‘‘contrary to the desire and inclination of all 
the Assistants,” and raised a subscription instead of 
the assessment which he thought illegal; he received 
£9: 18s. 9d. 

John Armstrong, the next Warden, accounted also, 
and received by subscription £7: 19s. 8¢.; the succeed- 
ing Wardens made a rate but never have given any 
account. 

On September 29, 1768, there being three vacancies, 
three Assistants were elected according to the Consti- 
tution, and immediately after, George Chitty, then 
Warden, put three of the Assistants into the election 
for Warden, and the Inhabitants in general who were 
Housekeepers were permitted to vote for a Warden 
whether they had served the offices of Parish Constable 
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and Tythingman or not, and Mr. Toft was elected 
Warden. 

The tolls of the markets from Michaelmas 1766 to 
1767, when Thomas Woods was Warden, and from 1767 
to 1768, when George Chitty was Warden, being very 
considerable, Mr. Toft and several Inhabitants made 
application to them for an account which they refused, 
and say that they were much out of pocket by former 
Wardenships. It is however certain that they have a 
considerable balance in hand after deducting every 
reasonable disbursement in last and former Warden- 
ships. It is stated that Thomas Woods was Warden 
in 1751-2 and 1758-9, and George Chitty twice before. 
An assessment was made by them, as usual, although 
the tolls were much more than enough to pay expenses. 

The Warden on going out of office has A made 
an entertaimment at his own house to which he has 
invited his Successor and the Assistants, and such of 
his friends and acquaintance as he thought fit, but it 
is apprehended that this ought not to be charged in 
the Warden’s accounts. 

Woods and Chitty have offered to produce their 
accounts before the buen of Assistants, but it is appre- 
hended the Assistants will be partial enough to pass them, 
though defective, in expectation of some day being able 
to put the tolls in their pockets in their turn. 

The Solicitor-General gives an opinion against Woods 
and Chitty, although he allows the expense of the banquet 
as an old custom. To the query whether the Warden 
must be chosen by the Assistants and those who have 
served the office of Parish Constable and Tythingman 
or may be chosen by the Householders in general, the 
answer is given that it must depend on custom whether 
the Bylaw has been strictly observed or may be taken to 
be repealed by disuse. 


It is affirmed that the Warden may be chosen from the 
Inhabitants at large and not necessarily from the body of 
the Assistants, but that the Assistants being creatures of 
the Bylaw must be chosen strictly in accordance with it. 
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Mr. Woods has given me notes of another case sub- 
mitted in 1820 for the opinion of counsel, S. Gaselee. 
This recites the first entry relating to the election of 
Warden in the Corporation Book, recording that in 1670 
Henry Bradfould was chosen Warden and that he chose 
Jn. Toft as his bailiff. 

It states that no Public rate or assessment had been 
levied since 1760 but expenses when not met by Tolls 
and a voluntary Subscription had been paid by the 
Warden and Assistants out of their own funds. 

Questions are asked as to the election of Warden and 
Assistants, and answer is given that according to the 
Charter the Warden ought to be elected out of the body 
at large and not necessarily out of the Assistants. The 
Assistants are not warranted by the Charter, and it is 
doubtful if there can be any legal appointment of them, 
but as there appears to be nothing for them to do, except 
to advise and assist the Warden, it may be well to suffer 
the present mode of electing them to continue. 


The Report on Municipal Corporations and Boroughs, 
1835, contains much detailed information. It was usual 
to elect the Warden in rotation, out of three of the 
Assistants nominated for the Office. In 1770, 1774, 
1776 and 1777, the first on the bill was not elected, 
and for a few years there were some close contests, but 
for 50 years after that there was no contest. 

The July Fair’ was still held, but belonged to the 
Lord of the Manor. At the Candlemas Fair the Bailiff 
collected the Toll by putting a pint measure into each 
sack of grain and taking it out full. A stall was taxed 1s. 
or less, pigs 2d. a pen, horses 4d., and cows 4d. each; but 
the tax on the latter was not taken unless they were sold. 

The copper toll dish, shaped like a pipkin and in- 
scribed ‘Toll dish 1800,” remains in the chest, and a 
constable’s staff marked with V.R. 

There are two large staves; the larger, which is 
carried by the Bailiff, is painted all over, and has an

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escutcheon with the arms of England, Ireland and 
Scotland, with an in-escutcheon of Hanover. There are 
also the initials J. H. G.' and the date 1810. The staff 
is 6 feet long, and tapers from 1} to 1} inches in 
diameter, and has a large gilt knob. 

The smaller, which is doubtless that noted as of the 
date 1589, is of mahogany or some similar wood, 4 feet 
10 inches long, and tapers from 1 to ? inch in diameter. 

It has a plain silver head 22 inches long, with an 
inscription in capital letters: EX DONO THOME COWPER 
GENT.; on the top is the inscription, GUARDIAN . DE. 
GODALMYNG . 1589. This was doubtless intended for the 
use of the Mayor. 

The old boundaries of the Town, somewhat briefly 
and incorrectly described in Brayley, are set out in the 
Act for Paving and lighting Godalming,’ which created 
a body of Commissioners for the purpose. ‘The powers 
of this body were transferred to the Corporation in 1881. 

The Warden and Assistants were superseded by a 
Mayor and Aldermen and Council, under the Municipal 
Corporations Act of 5 & 6 Will. IV, cap. 26 (1835), and 
the Borough was extended in 1892, at which time a new 
coat of arms was formally granted and the use of the old 
seal made in 1749 was discontinued. 

A list of Wardens and Mayors is given in the 
Appendix, by the permission of Mr. S. Welman of 
Godalming, who compiled a list from 1670 from the 
Corporation Book. 

A few earlier have been added from the Charter, 
from the recently published Godalming Parish Register, 
and from other sources referred to in the footnotes 
attached to the list. I have also added such dates of 
election as Assistants as are recorded in the Book, and 
some dates of exclusion or retirement. 

The book above referred to is a folio volume, bound 
in vellum or parchment, and bearing impressed on its 
cover the Royal arms and the legend, ‘‘ Henry Brad- 
foulde, Warden of Godalming, Ano 1671.” 


1 For John Hall Grinham, Warden, 
6 Geo, 1V, 1825, 
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It commences with a list of Apprentices and Freemen, 
which are given in the Appendix. There are copies of 
the Oaths to be taken by the Wardens, Assistants, and 
bailiff, but these are of a much later date. In the 
other end of the book are entries of these oaths of 
possibly earlier, certainly not later, date than 1672. 

In addition there is the oath for the sealers and 
searchers of leather, which is not copied into the other 
end of the book, probably because the appointment 
ceased in 1709. 

My copies of the oaths are taken from the MS. book 
containing the case for Mr. Richardson, and are identical, 
except in spelling, with these earlier oaths. The oath 
for leather sealers is from the original. 

At this end of the book are documents executed in 
the wardenship of James Shrubb, 1672, concerning a 
bond to Henry Ticknor, his bailiff, to indemnify him 
in the name of the Warden and some of the Assistants, 
against any penalties or damage he may incur in levy- 
ing rates or exacting penalties from the inhabitants of 
the town. 

There are also a few notes as to freemen, &c., that I 
have incorporated with those at the other end of the book. 

At the other end, after an alphabetical index that 
has not been used, commences a list of the election 
of Wardens, the appointment of their bailiffs, and the 
election of leather searchers to 1709. 

It is from these that the lists given in the Appendix 
have been taken. I give the first entry :— 

“Upon the Feast of St. Michael Th’archagell in the Year of 
our Lord God One Thousand six Hundred and Seventy Henry 
Bradfould was chosen Warden of the Towne of Godallming for 
the Year following, by most voices of the xx Inhabitants of the 
s* Towne, who was sworne the twenty eighth Day of December 
next following, and he chose John Toft to be his Baylife who was 
sworne the same Day also. 


“John Stedman and William Pincket weare Searchers and 
Sealers of Leather and were sworne upon the same Day.” 


Then follows ‘“‘The Wardens Accompt,” which con- 
sists chiefly of money laid out in pitching the town 
from door to door, an operation which continued for 
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the next two years. The expenses for the three years 
are £15: 7s. 3d., £9: 6s. 9d., and £9: 18s. 6d., which 
included beer for the workmen. An assessment of 61. 
in the pound raised £12: 4s. 3d., £9: 4s. 11d, and 
£8: 18s. 9d. Probably the difference in the sums 
means tha‘ the rate was not levied so closely. 

In 1673 it is recorded that Mr. John Smith was elected 
and sworn on the 3rd of November, but there is no 
account, and on the next page is the following entry. 
I give this in full, as it illustrates an important | passage 
of history, the passing of the famous Test Act that 
forced James Duke of York and his friends to declare 
themselves Roman Catholics. . . . I have not seen 
mention in the histories of the Declaration abjuring the 
Solemn League and Covenant. Probably Charles II took 
the opportunity of being forced to pass the Test Act, to 
have this provision slipt in as some make-weight. J ohn 
Smith may have been a Roman Catholic, but I think 
it is rather more probable that he objected to this 
Declaration. 


“Memorandum. That the former and Last Warden of the 
Abovesaid Towne of Godallming (for divers good causes) was 
dismissed and Amoved from his Said office, and Uppon the 
Eighteeth day of Feburary in the abovesaid Yeare of our Lord 
God one Thousand six hundred Seaventy and Three Mr. Georg 
Toft Was Chosen Warden for the s‘ Towne of Godallming by 
most voyces of the Inhabitants of the s' ‘Towne there Assembled 
for that purpose And he (The st Mr. Georg Toft) was (the same 
day) sworne Faithfully to Execute the said office of Warden And 
then Alsoe was chosen to be his Baylife of the st Towne Richard 
Joyce Jno: who At the same time was sworne Duely and Truely, 
to serve in and Execute the s‘ Office of Bayleife. 


“ Memorand’. Alsoe that the day And yeare and at the Time 
Abovesaid The forenamed Mr. Georg Toft Did take the Oathes of 
Alegiance and Supremacy According to A certaine Act of Parlym‘ 
made in the Thirteenth yeare of ye Raigne of our soveraigne Lord 
Charles The second now King of England &c. Intituled And! Act 
for the well governening and Regulateing of Corporations and 
Alsoe (at the same time) Tooke one other Oath in Like manner 
(by the s¢ Act) Appoynted to be taken By offices &e. of Corpora- 
tions &c. And publikely Subscribed The Declaration Followinge 
viz.: I Georg Toft doe declare that I hold that there Lyes noe 
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oblygation uppon me or any other pson from the oath Comonly 
called the solemne League and Couenant and that the same was 
in Itselfe Ann Unlawfull oath and Imposed uppon The subjectes 
of this Realme Against the knowne Lawes and Libertyes of the 
Kingdome. 


“Tn Like manner thabove named Richard Joyce Jno. the Day 
And Yeare and At the time he was sworne into his office Aboves* 
did Alsve take thafore Recited Three Oathes and Publikely make 
and Subscribe the afores* Declaration mutatis mutandis.

It seems clear that John Smith had conscientious 
objections either to the oaths or to the declaration, 
since he signs with the others, who were doubtless the 
Assistants, and he has evidently not been “ amoved” 
from that body, so it may be assumed there was some 
sympathy with him. 

These oaths and declarations are entered regularly to 
1677, and again in 1681, after which they do not occur. 

There are accounts for 1674 and 1675, and from 
1678 to 1681, but none after till 1690. Many of the 
later entries, notably from 1693—1704, simply record 
the elections, and there are no accounts. 

The Wardens were apparently in no hurry to be 
sworn, although, by the Charter, this should have 
been done at once. In 1707 Michael Greene did not 
take the oaths till July 16th. The reason appears to 
have been that the oaths had to be taken at Quarter 
Sessions, or before some such authority ; considerable 
charges appear in the accounts for the expenses of 
attending for the purpose at Guildford, Kingston, 
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Reigate, and St. Margaret’s Hill; the latter place I 
cannot identify. 

Various items of interest occur in the accounts :— 

In 1675, “ For two Lockes one for the Ducking forme 
and for Iron Chaine. Item, for two Iron pines for the 
Ducking Stoole Ladders—5s. 10d.” 

** For mending of the Stocks to William Hoare—6d.” 

In 1680, a penthouse was added to the market house 
and other repairs made; indeed, down to the time of 
its demolition it seems to have required constant repair. 

In 1690 a new bag for the Ale Tasters cost 2s. 0d., 
and in 1782 mending a bag for the Ale Conners cost 
ls. Od. Presumably the bag was to hold the testing 
implements, and the entries show that the office was 
in use. A staff for the bailiff in 1690 cost 2s. Od. 

In 1719 Mr. James Eliott was elected Warden, and 
a memorandum is made in the book that members 
undertake to share any charges and expenses that may 
arise in defending the rights and privileges of the 
Charter; anyone not paying is to forfeit £40 to the 
Warden. This is signed by James Eliott, John Woods, 
Joshua Joyce, Richard Tiknor, Nicho. Monger and 
George Avenell. 

The Eliotts were apparently careful people, since 
the only other entry of the sort is in 1741, when 
Francis Eliott was Warden, and the Assistants bound 
themselves to forfeit 6s. 8d. for non-attendance when 
summoned. 

In 1729, two new dials,’ one on the north and one 
on the south side, cost £3: 12s. Od., and the market 
house was repaired by a subscription from forty mem- 
bers ; the list is “tte: & by Sir More Molyneux, knt., 
with five guineas. Mr. James Oglethorpe,’ of West- 
brook, and John Woods, Warden, one guinea each. 
The total, with four guineas from the Corporation stock, 
was £23:19s. Od. This list is given in the Appendix. 

In 1742 another sum of £26 : 5s. 6d. was raised from 
forty-four subscribers for repairing the Market house.

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In 1747 there was a subscription for repairing the fire 
engines and purchasing leather buckets. General Ogle- 
thorpe subscribed one guinea, and the total amounted to 
£15, from forty-seven subscribers. 

In these cases the names of the subscribers are 
given, and I have deposited copies of these and some 
other lists in the MS. collection at our Library. 

In 1742, for the first time, the names of the three 
Assistants nominated for the office of Warden are 
entered, and in 1759 and succeeding years, the names 
of those voting for the Warden are recorded in these 
columns. 

In 1747 there seems to have been a battle royal, 
and the Ordinances were apparently strained consider- 
ably ; the entry runs :— 


“ We whose names are hereto subscribed do exclude from the 
Society of this Corporation Mr. George Avenell, Mr. Jonathan 
Beza and Mr. John Brumham, they being rendred incapable of con- 
tinuing therein according to the constitution of the st Corporation.

On the same day, Mr. James Chitty, Robert Monger, 
and James Snelling were elected Assistants. 

In this year the weathercock on the market place was 
gilt at a cost of 13s., and a Corporation seal was 
purchased for 10s. 6d. An impression is affixed to the 
page; it is the same seal that is figured in Lewis’ 
Topographical Dictionary and in Brayley. It continued 
in use till the borough was enlarged in 1892, and has 
the figure of a woolsack, with the legend round it, 
SIGILLUM . VILLE . DE . GODALMING 17: 49. 

In 1760, Abraham Toft and three others were elected 
Assistants, and some of these at least seem to have 
belonged to a party of Reform, since, at the next 
election, Toft, although the third candidate on the list, 
was elected by 21 votes against 14 for Upfold, whose 
name is first. 
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In 1762 there was another contest, when John Arm- 
strong,’ who seems to have been allied with Toft, 
although second, was elected by 37 votes against 34 
for Upfold, who, however, was elected the next year. 
In the voter’s list of this year appears the name of 
Thomas Woods, Mint, which shows that the name of 
the Mint was then in existence. 

In 1768 Abraham Toft was again elected Warden. 

I give in the Appendix the accounts for Mr. Toft’s two 
Wardenships, those of 1761 and 1768, as they are 
typical and carefully drawn out. 

It will be seen that, as stated for the Case laid before 
Mr. Dunning, the tolls have suddenly become valuable, 
owing to the existence of a pitched market. In the next 
year Mr. Yalden was elected by 41 votes over Mr. Arm- 
strong with 13, and as the receipts reached £30: 19s. 4d., 
against expenses, £19 : 5s. 7d., the following items were 
added to the expenditure list: two guineas for the Bailiff, 
and eight guineas for the expenses on Court day. Pro- 
bably this paid for the Warden’s dinner; the charge 
was made till 1773, although this was the only year in 
a there was a balance in favour of the Corporation 
unds. 

In later years £4 was allotted for expenses. In 
the accounts of 1762 appears an item of £5 for the soil 
of the streets; by 1769 the value of this had risen to 
£11, and later on some acute authority started providing 
free beer at the auctions, when the proceeds increased 
largely. Thus in 1810 the bill for beer was £1 : 12s. 6d., 
and the sum paid for the soil £19 : 10s. 0d., but after some 
years the amount for both was considerably reduced. 
It may be that the greater traffic resulting from the 
pitched market increased the value of the soil. 

The sale was at the ‘‘ White Hart” in 1788, occa- 
sionally at the ‘King’s Arms,” but more often at the 
*‘ Angel.’”’ Beer was also provided for the bellringers and 
voters on Court day, usually to the value of £1: 4s. 0d., 
which is specified in 1768 to be the price of a kilderkin. 


1 He was a surgeon ; his daughter was second wife of Lord Winter- 
ton of Shillinglee, 
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Apparently, Bonfire Day was already a trouble, as on 
Nov. 5th, 1774, £1 : 6s. 6d. was paid for expenses “ to 
prevent throwing fireworks in the Street,’ and similar 
sums occur in other years. In 1782, 4s. 14d. was paid 
for mending the el i and the bellman acknowledges 
the receipt of two coats and a hat trimmed with silver 
lace, which altogether cost £4: 18s.3d. In 1805 a laced 
coat and hat for the beadle cost £6: 3s. Od., and in 1819 
£2: 15s. Od. was paid for the watchman’s hat; as a con- 
trast 1s. was paid for a truss of straw for the Dungeon. 

The dungeon was part of the market house. In 1789 
Mr. Robert Moline took a lease of the market house for 
two years at £4: 4s. Od. a year; he was to ‘ case with 
half-inch Deal board in a workmanlike manner, to 
plain the room called the Court Room partition off 
away to the Dungeon, which partition is also to be 
plained and to leave all the Materials upon the premises 
at the end of the said term for the use of,’ &c. The 
town was to pay £4 toward the cost. In 1796, he had 
another lease at £5: 5s. Od., on condition he kept the 
windows and tiling in good repair. 

Small sums came in from the passage of soldiers. In 
1761-2 there is an item—‘ Rec' for stowage of Baggage 
of Col: Beauclerk’s Regiment of Foot in the Market- 
house, 15s.” and *‘ for the lodging 98 French prisoners 
in do. 17s.”* In 1768-9, Captain Rigby, of the 25th 
Regiment of Foot, paid 3s., and there are various similar 
items in other years. 

In 1806-7, io was “‘ paid to Abr” Toft for mending 
the Market House window, broke on Illumination night, 
3s. 8d.” There was another illumination in 1813-14. 

In 1785 Kent, the player, paid 10s. 6d., presumably 
for the use of the market house. In 1801, Leggatt, 
the player, paid the same. 

On March 27th, 1809, a meeting of the Corporation 
and principal inhabitants was called by requisition, and 


1 It is difficult to understand how baggage and prisoners were 
stowed away. Lord George Beauclerk was Colonel of the 19th Foot. 
The French prisoners had almost certainly been taken in the Belle- 


Isle Expedition, (Ex inform: Hubert Hall, F.S.A., of the P. R. O.) 
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an address voted, “‘unanimously, with two dissentients,” 
to G. L. Wardle, Esq., M.P., “Thanking him for the 
manly and patriotic Spirit by which he so peculiarly 
distinguished himself as a member of Parliament in 
bringing forward and prosecuting the Inquiry in the 
House of Commons into the Conduct of the late Com- 
mander in chief H.R.H. the Duke of York.” < 

The two dissentients were the Rev. John George 
Gibson and Charles Beck, Baker. Mr. Weale, the War- 
den, and Mr. Haydon, were appointed to wait on Mr. 
Wardle with the address, which was signed by seven of 
the Corporation and sixty-one Inhabitants. “The occa- 
sion was of course the exposure of the abuse of patronage 
connected with Mrs. Clarke. 

In 1814 another meeting was held on requisition, to 
consider the state of the Market house, whose ruinous 
decay is said to render it unsafe and dangerous. It was 
decided that a subscription should be opened and a 
committee appointed, and it was stipulated that any 
place erected should be open to the use of the Lord of 
the Manor. This seems to confirm the supposition that 
the market house was the old Hundred House. Among 
the contributors are—

The total amount raised was £783: 7s. 2d., and the 
sale of the old market house added £78: 19s. 6d., and 
of the Clock £3, to the total. 

In 1825, after many meetings at the Town Hall, the 
Warden and Corporation, with the object of promoting 
a pitched market, agreed to give up the market tolls, but 
with the right to resume them at a future time, should 
they wish to do so. It is rather amusing to find, after 
this solemn entry, that the proceeds of the tolls for the 
three preceding years were 2s. 9d., 3s. 2d., and 3s. dd.

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In 1825, a subscription amounting to £478: 10s. Od. 
was raised for paving the town, and an Act obtained by 
which the management of the Streets was vested in a 
board of Commissioners ; little was in consequence left 
for the Corporation to do. 

The “wt closes in 1828, with a contest in which 
George Marshall with 21 votes beat W. Keen with 14. 
Keen voted for Marshall, but Marshall was sharp enough 
to record himself as the only supporter of the third 
candidate. I have not salieed any instance of a candi- 
date voting for himself. 

A few pages in another large book record the re- 
maining years of the Old Corporation, and the book 
concludes with a very interesting list of the voting for 
the new Council; the list gives the occupations of each 
candidate, as well as the number of votes for each. It 
is difficult to suppose that the whole forty-three whose 
names are recorded were all duly nominated, and yet 
there must have been some such formality prescribed by 
the new Act. The list suggests that the inhabitants 
voted for whom they liked regardless of nomination. I 


give the list in the Appendix, although it is of rather 
modern date. 


In the list of Wardens I have added the title ‘‘ gent.” 
where that is given in the entry, as it at least indicates 
a superior position. Eliot and Bridger were members 
of armorial families of some importance, the latter, 
according to Mrs. Shafto, entertaining William III at 
luncheon when he came hunting to Godalming, a fact 
that gave great umbrage to the Oglethorpes of West- 
brook. 

Perrior, Toft and others, were substantial ‘‘ Cloth- 
iers,”' an occupation that has been the foundation of 
many noble families. Greene was a sheergrinder, his 
family intermarried with gentry, and one of his name is 
entered in the Parish Register as ‘‘ Gent.” on burial in 
1680. The Shrubbs have been a well-known family 
in the neighbourhood.

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The distinguishing affix to the two William Chittys, 
“of the Square” and ‘in the Stream” is quaint. 


I print in the Appendix the list of apprentices, because 
such lists are valuable to genealogists, as they not only 
give the name of the apprentice but the occupation of 
his master. 

In the 16th and 17th centuries it was customary for 
the younger sons of good families to be apprenticed to 
trades. Those of the more important families generally 
went to London, and it has constantly happened that 
such a junior branch, after prospering and _ perhaps 
‘neg a Lord Mayor, has returned to its ancestral 
1ome or neighbourhood, and taken the place of the 
older branch which had meantime died out or sunk 
into insignificance. Sometimes, of course, it is the 
daughter of the Lord Mayor who restores prosperity 
to a decaying house: a very little genealogical lore 
teaches one that it has always been impossible for a 
family to sustain itself in importance on the proceeds 
of the land alone. 

The apprentices in a little town like Godalming were 
naturally not from such good families as those in larger 
towns, but even here it will be seen that there were 
entered two sons of Richard Wyatt, of the family of 
the wealthy citizen of London who lived at Hall A 
and founded the almshouses in Mead Row. There is 
also a member of the well-known family of Penfold 
of Haslemere. 

I have given the first entry in full, the others are 
similar, the earlier all stipulating for one suit for work 
days and another for holy days; there is, however, no 
other instance of a money payment. 


The entries for wheat, &c., which are considerable in 
the account for 1768, are for the sums at which the 
wheat, &c., taken out of the sacks was sold, and as a 
pint measure only was taken out of each sack it follows 
that 518°4 loads must have been pitched in the year. 
I think it probable that the wheat was collected and 
sold in this way for the use of the Navy at Portsmouth.

Lord Chief Justice of his Majesties Court of Kings Bench at 
Westminster and Sir Henry Hobart Knight and Baronet Lord 
Chief Justice of his Majesties Court of Common Pleas at West- 
minster the Thirtieth day of May in the yeare of the Reigne of 
Our most gratious Sovereign Lord James by the Grace of God 
King of England France and Ireland defender of the Faith the 
Eighteenth and of Scotland the three and fiftieth A®° Domi. 1620. 


Whereas the Towne of Godalminge in the County of Surry is 
an Auneyent clothinge Towne and the Inhabitants thereof of Long 
tyme and beyond the memory of any man to the contrary have bin 
principally ymployed in the making dying fulling and dressing of 
Woollen Cloth AND WHEREAS our late soveraign Lady Queene 
Elizabeth by her highnes Lfes patent under her great Seal of 
England bearing date this five and twentieth day of January in 
the seventeenth Year of her Highnes raigne for the better government 
of the said Towne did incorporate them and make them a Body 
politique and corporate in deed and name By the name of Warden 
and Inhabitants of the Towne of Godalming and thereby gave them 
power and authority to make Ordinances for the better government 
of the said Town it is ordeyned constituted and established in manner 
and form following. 


1.—F rst that the Warden of the said Town for his better assistance 
in the Government of the said Town shall have eight of the gravest 
and fittest men of the Inhabitants of the said Town to be his Assist- 
ants which Assistants shall be chosen from time to time out of those 
who have born the Office of Bayliff Constable or Tything men of the 
said Town or such others as shall be dwellers or inhabitants in the said 
Town and shall be accompted of Abilitie and reputation All which 
shall be chosen by the Warden and the greatest number of inhabitants 
of the said Town who have born the Offices aforesaid or any of them 
and who shall be present at such Election And that such Assistants so 
chosen shall contynewe Assistants during their lives unless upon just 
cause they shall be removed. 


2.—Tuar the Warden of the said Towne shall be always chosen out 
of the said Assistants by the greatest number of the said Assistants and 
such as have born such Offices as aforesaid which shall be present at 
such Election at which Election the Warden for the tyme being shall 
have a double Voice and at every such Election there shall be three put 
into the Election out of which one shall be chosen as aforesaid and those 
two which were put in Election whereof neither were chosen yf they 
be living the next Yeare shall be again put into the bill of Election 
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Unless by the judgm* of the Warden and assistants and such as have 
born Office as aforesaid they see just cause why he should be left out 
of the said Bill. 


3.—T at whensoever any Person is chosen as aforesaid to be Warden 
of the same Town if he be then in Towne when he is or shall be chosen 
Warden there shall within three days after he shall be chosen take 
his Oath and if such person which shall be chosen shall not be in 
the said Town at the tyme when he shall be chosen Then that such 
person which shall be so chosen and not then in Town shall within 
three days after his return into the said Town take his Oath and 
undertake the said Office or place of Warden And that if any person 
shall be so chosen to the place or office of Warden of the same Town 
and shall refuse to take his Oath without just cause of excuse to 
be allowed by the Warden and Assistants or the greater Number of 
them shall forfeit for the same the sum of Ten pounds whereof Six 
pounds shall be ymployed to the Use of the said Town to be paid to 
the hands of the Warden there for the time being and the other four 
pounds to him that was formerly Warden who by his refusal shall be 
enforced to continue his Office Longer than otherwise he ought to have 
done And that the Bayliff of the said Town for the time being shall 
have power to levy the same by distress and Sale of the goods of them 
which shall so refuse or not undertake and discharge the said Office 
or place. 


4.—Tuart if any shall be chosen an assistant of the said Town and 
unto the Warden thereof as aforesaid and shall refuse to accept 
thereof unless he can show such good cause for his exeuse as shall be 
allowed and approved of by the Warden and Assistants of the said 
Town That he shall forfeit for the same his refusall or not acceptance 
of the said Office the sum of Five Marks to be ymployed to the use of 
the Town and to be paid to the hands of the Warden for the time 
being to that Use And that the Bayliff of the said Town by the 
commandment of the Warden for the time being shall have power 
to distreyne the goods of any person forfeiting the Sums of Money 
aforesaid or any other Sum or Sums of Money to be ymposed upon 
any person or persons according to these Ordinances or constitutions or 
any part thereof and to sell the distress or distresses so taken rendringe 
to the party the Overplus thereof. 


5.—Tuat no Man which is chosen Warden or Bayliff of the said 
Town and Serveth the same by the space of one whole year or the 
greatest part thereof shall not (sic) be put into the Election again by the 
Space of three whole Years next ensuing the expiration of his Year 
wherein he so served the said Office. 


6.—Tuat the Bayliff shall be chosen Yearly upon the same day or 
the Morrow after the Warden is chosen to continue for one whole 
Yeare out of such of the inhabitants which have born the Office of 
Constable or Tythingman in the said Town or be fitt to serve in 
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those Offices And if any person chosen by the Warden and the 
Assistants of the said Town and such as have born the Offices 
aforesaid or the greater number of them then present shall refuse 
to accept thereof and execute the same that he shall forfeit Forty 
Shillings whereof Twenty Shillings shall be paid to the next sue- 
ceeding Bayliff to be chosen in his stead and the other Twenty 
Shillings to the Warden for the Use of the said Town such forfeitures 
to be levyed in like manner as aforesaid. 


7.—Tuart if the Assistants aforesaid or any of them shall be sent for 
and desired to meet about any conference to be had touching any the 
affairs of the said Town and shall wilfully and negligeutly refuse 
to come to give his Assistance therein not having any just cause of 
Execuse shall forfeit the sum of Six Shillings Eight pence for every 
such default to be paid to the Warden for the time being to the Use 
of the said Town or in default thereof to be levyed as aforesaid. 


8.—Tuat if any other Inhabitant of the said Town shall be sent 
for to come before the said Warden and Assistants for or concerning 
buisiness touching the Governmeat of the said Town and he shall 
refuse or neglect to come before them not having any just cause of 
Excuse shall forfeit the sum of three Shillings fourpence for every 
such default to be paid levyed and ymployed as the forfeiture last 
above mentioned. 


9.—Tuart forasmuch as the said Town standeth very much upon 
cloathing as aforesaid that all the Inhabitants of the said Town upon 
reasonable and Convenient warning given do bring all their weights and 
Measures before the Warden of the said Town for the time being 
by him to be tryed Viewed and allowed And if any Weight or 
measure be faulty the same to be presently broken or made just and 
even And if any inhabitant refuse so to do he shall forfeit for such 
his default two Shillings and Sixpence to be paid to the Warden for 
the time being to the Use of the Town and in default of payment 
thereof to be levyed as aforesaid. 


10.—Tuat no man which is an Inhabitant within the Town take 
any Apprentice but that he do it by Indenture and that the Apprentice 
to be bound for Seven years at the least and that the Apprentice attain 
to the Age of Twenty four Years at the least before he come out of 
his Apprenticeship And that within one Month after every such 
Apprentice be bounden the master of such Apprentice enter the effect 
of the Indenture with the Warden of the said Town and present the 
Apprentice himself before him And pay to the said Warden for the 
entring or inrolling thereof two Shillings Sixpence and no more upon 
payne that every one that makes default herein shall forfeit the sum 
of Five Shillings to be paid to the Warden of the said Town to the 
Use of the said Town and in default of payment to be levyed as 
aforesaid, 
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11.—Tnat no Man shall set up and Use any Trade within the said 
Town as far as the watch of the said Town Extendeth Unless he be 
an Ancient Inhabitant of the said Town or have served as an Appren- 
tice within the said Town but by the Consent of the Warden and 
Assistants of the said Town and if any do otherwise he shall forfeit 
the sum of Five pounds to be paid to the Warden of the said Town 
to the Use of the said Town or in default to be levyed as 
aforesaid. 


12.—Tuat no Man receive into his house any inmate within the 
said Town upon Payne to forfeit five Shillings for every Month to 
be paid to the Warden of the said Town to the Use of the said 
Town and in default thereof to be Levyed as aforesaid. 


13.—Tnat no Man shall receive or place any dweller into any 
House within the said Town not being an Inhabitant there before 
which is not of good fame Unless he first find two Sureties to be 
given unto the Warden of the said Town for the time being to the 
use of the said Town to be from thenceforth of good behaviour upon 
payne to forfeit the Sum of Forty Shillings to be paid to the Warden 
of the said Town to the use of the said Town or in default to be 
levyed as aforesaid. 


14.—Tnat no person place any Inhabitant in any House within 
the said Town which formerly hath not been an Inhabitant within 
the said Town or Parish of Godalming which is likely to be chargable 
or burthensome to the said Town or Parish And if any do otherwise 
without the consent of the Warden and Assistants for the time being 
or four of them at the least whereof the Warden to be one That he 
shall be Taxed towards the Relief of the Poor of the said Town 
and Parish of Godalming to such Sum and Sums of Money as shall 
be answerable to the charge which is brought upon the said Town 
or Parish by his means without having respect only to the hability 
of the Offender. 


15.—Tuart if any Inhabitant of the said Town do wilfully oppose 
themselves against the Warden and Assistants of the said Town in 
anything touching the good Government thereof and after two several 
Admonishons shall a third time offend therein That the Warden and 
assistants and such as have born Office within the said Town or the 
Greater number of them shall have power to disfranchise every such 
person which shall shew himself so untractable for so long time as 
they shall think fitt according to the Quality of the Offence And 
that so long every person so disfranchised be incapable of any benefitt 
by the said Corporation And that if within one Year next following 
he shall not by his Submission and conformity reconcile himself unto 
the said Warden and assistants and be received again into the said 
Corporation that he shall from thenceforth be disabled to Use any 
trade within the said Town, 
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16.—Tuart if any Inhabitants within the said Town being of the 
said Corporation shall break the Peace or by railing or reviling Words 
provoke the breach of the Peace within the said Town to the Evil 
example of the rest of the said Inhabitants that for every such Offence 
he shall forfeit twelve pence to be paid to the Warden of the said 
Town to the Use of the said Town or in default thereof to be Levyed 
as aforesaid. 


17.—Tuat if any Inhabitant within the said Towne shall be a 
Haunter of any Alehouse or tiplinge House within the said Town 
and after one Admonishon by the Warden for the time being shall 
notwithstanding continue such disorderly and Idle course that the 
Warden for the time being shall have power to Fine every such 
disorderly person at his Own discretion so as such Fine exceed not 
the Sum of Twelve pence for any one Offence to be paid to the 
Warden of the said Town to the Use of the said Town or in default 
thereof to be levyed as aforesaid. 


18.—Tnat forasmuch as the Use of a Clock in the said Towne 
is very necessary for the Inhabitants thereof for the keeping of Fitt 
and Ordinary Hours for their Apprentices Servants and Workmen 
That the Warden and Assistants and such as have born office in 
the said Town as aforesaid or the Greater number of them then 
present may as Occasion requireth from time to time make assessments 
for the keeping amending and mainteyning of the said Clock to be 
taxed upon all the Inhabitants which are Housekeepers in the said 
Town according to their Ability And if any shall refuse to pay 
the Sums whereat He or shee shall be assessed He or shee shall 
forfeit double so much to be paid or Levyed as aforesaid. 


19.—Tuart if any Taxation or Assessment be made by the Warden 
or Assistants of the said Town and Such of the Inhabitants thereof 
as have borne Offices as aforesaid or the greater number of them 
assembled for that purpose for any cause or Occasion touching the 
common Service or Government of the said Towne and any inhabitant 
of the said Town shall refuse to pay the Sum Whereat he shall be so 
taxed or assessed That he shall forfeit double the sum of his taxation 
to be paid to the Warden of the said Town to the Use of the said 
Town or in default thereof to be levyed as aforesaid. 


20.—Tuart if any Inhabitant of the said Town shall not keep his or 
her Chimney or Chimneys cleane Swept by which default his or her 
Chimney shall be set on fire to the Daunger of the Town That 
every such Offender for every such Offence shall forfeit Three Shillings 
Four pence to be paid to the Warden of the said Town to the use of 
the said Town or in default thereof to be Levyed as aforesaid. 


21.—Tuat no Inhabitant shall sett any fatt! for the Dying any 
Wool or Cloath upon the Sabath day but shall forfeit Six Shillings 
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Eight pence for every such Offence nor shall Lay any Wool or sett 
any Cloath on Drying on the Sabath day upon payne to forfeit Two 
Shillings for every such default the penalty aforesaid to be paid to the 
Warden of the said Town to the Use of the said Town or in default 
thereof to be Levyed as aforesaid. 


22.—Tuat no Butcher Victualer or other Tradesman within the 
said Town shall set open any Shopp or Window upon the Sabbath day 
upon forfeiture of Two Shillings for every such Offence to be paid to 
the said Warden or levyed as aforesaid. 


23.—Tuat if any person be appointed to Ward or Watch in the 
Town and either by himself or some other Sufficient person shall not 
perform the same from the time the Watch shal] be sett untill it shall 
be again discharged shall forfeit Six pence for every such default to be 
paid to the Warden for the time being to the end that he may there- 
with provide some other fitt person to discharge the same and for not 
payment thereof to be Levyed as aforesaid and that no man Watch as 
Watchman above two nights together upon the Like Payne. 


24.—Tuart if any Inhabitant within the said Towne shall cast or 
permitt to be cast Out of his House into the Street any Dung or other 
thing to the Annoyance of the Town or the Inhabitants thereof or 
those which shall pass or Travel through the same or if any Inhabitant 
of the said Town shall not within Ten days after warning given unto 
him or her by or from the Warden of the said Town for the time being 
to make clean so much of the Street as Lyeth against his or her 
House or Yard unto the Middle of the Channel! and carry away the 
same and Cleanse the Street thereof Hee or Shee for every such offence 
shall forfeit the Sum of Twelve Pence to be Paid and Levyed as 
aforesaid. 


25.—Tuat if any lay Logg Wood or other Stuff in the Open Streets 
of the said Town or Sett any Cart Wayne Waggon or Dung cart 
unladen to stand in the Street of the said Town in the night time or 
sett or suffer any to stand Laden in the Streets in the night time 
otherwise then in places where they shall be no annoyance to the said 
Town he shall forfeit the sum of Twelve peuce to be paid and Levyed 
as aforesaid. 


26.—Tuat if any Inkeeper Alehouse keeper or Tipler shall entertaine 
or receive any Inhabitant of the said Towne or Parish to his or their 
House and suffer him or them to continue drinking or Tippleing there 
by the Space of One half hour together or by the space of one half 
hour at severall times in any one day every such Offender to forfeit 
twelve pence for every such offence if it be on the Sabath day to 
forfeit Two Shillings If in time of Divine Service or Sermon to 
forfeit three Shillings Or if he or they do entertaine any Townsman 
or parishoner after Nyne of the Clock in the Night to forfeit Two 
Shillings If during the time they be in the said House they shall 
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play at any Unlawfull Game to forfeit three Shillings four pence for 
every such Offence to be paid to the Warden of the Town to the Use 
of the Town or in default thereof to be Levyed as aforesaid. 


27.—Tuar no Innkeeper or Alehouse Keeper inhabiting within the 
said Town shall refuse to Lodge any person requiring Lodging that by 
the Warden or other Officer of the said Town shall be thought fitt to 
be Lodged if there shall be no just cause to the contrary upon payne 
to forfeit Two Shillings for such refusal or not acceptance of any such 
Traveler at the request of the said Warden or Officer.

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WANDSWORTH CHURCHWARDENS’ ACCOUNTS 
FROM 1603 to 1620. 


Communicated BY CECIL T. DAVIS,

N previous volumes have appeared the preceding 

portions of these accounts.’ 

The Parish Registers of Wandsworth commence 
with the year 1603, and the burials mentioned in 
these accounts are generally to be found entered in 
the Registers. 

The steeple was repaired at the instance of Queen 
Elizabeth, and the churchwarden Jasper Dring gives 
a detailed account of the materials used. 

On page 45 “shreedes for size” is a reminder of 
the old plan of boiling down strips and cuttings of 
parchment to make size. 

The King’s Arms are painted on a board in 1605-6 
and hung in the church. 

Several entries refer to the large tree in the church- 
yard under which the churchwardens place a seat. 

‘* Stoole-ball players” are fined in 1608-9. 

The hour-glass provided in 1560-1 appears to have 
disappeared, so in 1609-10 a fresh one is obtained at 
a cost of x"; this does not last so long as its predecessor, 
for in 1618-19 another is purchased for vj"; yet the 
year before a new clock has been bought for vj". 

Protection against fire is effected by the purchase of 
two dozen buckets, a great hook and ladders, in 1613-14. 

A new reading desk and pulpit are put up in 1614-15; 
possibly the pulpit now in use was then erected.

Upon comparing this List with those enumerated in a modern 
directory as to be found in the same towns and villages, it is remark- 
able how few inns bear the same name now as then, either from the 
fact that the house exists under a new name or has disappeared alto- 
gether; in the ease perhaps also of some, what was then a leading house 
of entertainment at that time may have sunk into a third-class inn. 

It is much to be regretted that the compiler of the List did not 
observe one uniform rule of mentioning the name of the Tavern rather 
than sometimes adopting this plan, and in other instances merely 
giving the name of the person or persons who kept it, thus making it 
additionally difficult to identify the house. 


Of those in Souruwark and Bermonpsey (though in Surrey, 
reckoned as a part of London), the Harrow is still found 
in Stoney Street, Borough Market; the King’s Head at 
45, Borough High Street; and there is a Salutation at 
21, Coin Street, Stamford Street—the two first may not be 
even on the site of the originals of that name, and the last 
obviously is only a reminiscence of the old one. 


Farnuam. Of the three at this place, The Bush and the Lion 
and Lamb, the first certainly, and the second probably, 
represent two of them. Amongst the Corporation Records 
of Farnham for 1604 (2nd Jas. 1), the four inns of that date 
are mentioned by name, exclusive of ale houses. 


“ Dewes which hath been acostomly payed to the baylleffs 
of the borough and towne of Ffaernham, beyond the memory 
of any man that now liveth, as aniall rents alwayes retained, 
as ffolloweth :— 

“For the4 Inns... one 
That is to saye of the George... 7°90 
of the White Hart 7°0 
of the Antelope ... 7 0 

of the Swann... 7 0” 


(Vide Farnham and its Borough, by Rev. R. N. Milford.) 
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HasLeMerRE. Perhaps the King’s Arms is the house kept by 
Robert Palmer at the time when Taylor wrote. 


At Linevitt (sie). If Lingfield be meant, then the old inn close 
to the parish church. 


LETHERHEAD. Probably the Bull and Swan are the two men- 
tioned in 1636 by names of their proprietors only. 


ByrLeet. The Blue Anchor. (?) 


Of Guitprorp. All four enumerated in the List are still found by 
name in that town. The Crown, in North Street, is now a 
public-house. 


Of WimsLepon. Neither of the three in the List are now known. 


Of Gopatmine. Probably the King’s Arms Royal, The Angel 
or The Red Lion, all in the High Street. 


At Bagsuot. Neither of them by name. 


At Barnes. Not known. 


ReiGatE. The only one mentioned by name is now called The 
White Hart. 


LittLe Movtsey. Not known. 
Rieter. The Dog is now called the Talbot, i.e., the Talbot Dog. 


STREATHAM. The inn named does not exist, or if it does, it is 
under another name. 


CarsuaLton. The Greyhound succeeds to the White Lyon. In 
all likelihood taken from the arms of the Gaynesfords, whose 
brass with their arms—Argent, a chevron gules between 
three greyhounds courant, sable, is found in the chureh there. 


Eeuam. The King’s Head and Catherine Wheel are still found 
there. 


Tootinc. Probably, The Leather Bottel, The Angel or The 
Plough. 


Morrtiake. Not now found, unless The Ship Inn represents the 
Maidenhead—a woman’s head and shoulders being a favourite 
ship’s sign. 


WeyBRIDGE. Possibly the Greyhound. 


CAMBERWELL. The White Hart may represent the Tavern kept 
by Anne Finch. 


Kineston. All the inns mentioned in the List seem either to 
have changed their names or else have disappeared altogether. 


Merstuam. The Feathers. (?)

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At Dorxinc. The Chequers, The Red Lion, and The White 
Horse, are probably the inns of which the persons mentioned 
in the text were the proprietors. 


Ewe... The Popinjay is not now to be found. 


Putney. The Red Lion and White Lyon, both in the High 
Street. 


WanpswortH. One of the three hostelries referred to was in all 
probability The White Lyon. In 1578-9 the then Church- 
wardens Robert Clarke and Christopher Wylson “ Payed ” 
“for the White Lyon to Richard Kinge Cunestable of the” 
“hundred xijd.” (See Wandsworth Churchwardens’ Accounts 
from 1574—1603, by Cecil T. Davis. Surrey Archeological 
Collections, Vol. XVIII, page 111. 


At Cosnam. The White Lyon is still in existence. 


With regard to Ricnmonp neither of the names are to be found 
in modern directories.

THE MONUMENT TO CHIEF JUSTICE FOSTER IN 
EGHAM CHURCH. 


Early in the last century the parish church of Egham, the chancel of 
which was built in 1327 by John de Rutherwick, Abbot of Chertsey, 
had become far too small for the needs of the parish, and was, besides, 
in a ruinous state. A new edifice, built in accordance with the taste of 
the time, took its place, and the most important of the monuments were 
removed from the old and put up in the new church. Needless to say, 
that appearance of works of art in a building totally devoid of artistic 
taste and feeling is most incongruous. 

Among the monuments so removed was a fine bust of Chief Justice 
Foster, 1589—1663, in an oval niche with a Latin inscription below 
and a shield of arms above. This was placed on the east wall of the 
new church in a prominent position. About ten years ago, in con- 
formity with modern ideas, it was decided to remove the organ from 
the west gallery. A portion of the north gallery was cut away and 
the organ placed in the north-east corner of the church rendering the 
whole of the Foster monument invisible and inaccessible. In February 
1905 it became necessary to clean and repair the organ, and I at once 
asked for and obtained permission to take a photograph. The per- 
mission would not have been worth much had I not secured the 
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goodwill of the organ builder. The dust was great, but the difficulties 
greater. No full face view could be obtained, owing to the swell box 
of the organ being in the way, nor could the inscription be seen at all. 
Fortunately I was “able to take a rubbing of this latter. It reads as 
follows :—

The inscription is wrongly quoted in Brayley and Britton’s //istory of 
Surrey.| They, however, give the arms correctly : Quarterly (1) and 
(4), argent, a chevron vert between three buglehorns sable (Foster) ; 
(2), argent, on a bend sable, three martletts or ; (3), argent, on a bend 
engrailed sable, three stags heads or. 

The bust itself is a beautiful piece of 17th century work, and is in a 
fine state of preservation. The cap and dress are coloured as worn ; 
the chain is gilded. 

A suggestion was made by Mr. Pilcher, our honorary local secretary, 
and myself, that the organ should be moved a few feet so as to allow 
the monument to be seen, but owing to lack of funds and want of 
interest this could not be done. 

There is no portrait of the justice in the National Portrait Gallery, 
nor can I find any trace of an engraved portrait except the outline 
given in Manning and Bray. 

According to local tradition, and also the various histories of the 
county, the Foster family have given the name to the fine old Eliza- 
bethan mansion known as Great Fosters in this parish. This, I 
find, is not so, for in the Feet of Fines, Mich. 4 Edw. VI, we find, 
“ Inter Richardum Pexalls armigerum et alios querentes et Willelmum 
Warham deforciantem de manerio de Inworths alias Fosters cum 
pertinenciis in Egham, com. Surr’; also in a Chancery suit of the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth between Edward Owen and Thomas Boutell, 
“ A messuage and divers lands thereto belonging called Fosters Farm 

. «+ ” 3 conclusively proving that the house bore the name of Foster 
before the family of that name came to Egham. Foster, as the name 


of the owner or tenant, is first mentioned in the Feet of Fines of 
Michaelmas term, 15 Charles I.

“RACK CLOSE,” GUILDFORD. 


There is a certain enclosed piece of grassy land situate near to the 
lligh Street of Guildford, having its entrance from Quarry Hill, known 
as Rack Close, and some controversy has raged in the town respecting 
the origin of this name. The entrance to the chalk caverns is from 
this piece of land, and the same wild stories which have been 
connected with the caverns have been attached to Rack Close. The 
uuverns are said to have been connected with the Castle by underground 
passages. They have been spoken of as dungeons, and as_ torture 
chambers, and various stories have been invented respecting the uses to 
which they have been put. As a matter of fact, it seems clear that 
they were excavations from which the chalk used for building many of 
the houses in Guildford was obtained, and in all probability they were 
used as stores for the Gascon wines which Henry III is known to 
have kept in Guildford. Partially, uo doubt, they were of natural 
origin. 

The name Rack Close has suggested all sorts of wild stories of the 
use of the rack for torture, and it has been difficult to persuade the 
ordinary Guildfordian that these legends are absolutely baseless. 
There is no doubt that the plot of ground derived its name from the 
fact that in it were erected the large wooden racks on which the 
Guildford blue cloth was extended that it might be exposed to the air 
and sun, and recently some evidence has come to light bearing upon 
this origin of the name which, it may perhaps be well, should find 
permanent record in the pages of the Surrey Archeological Society’s 
proceedings, in order that, once for all, the origin of the name may be 
settled, and the wild stories discredited for ever. 

On Gilmore’s map of the city of Bath, dated 1694, there are depicted 
in various places, curious cross-barred structures, having the appearance 
of very large farm gates, standing upright in the centre of fields and 
enclosures. Four of these structures appear on an enclosure originally 
known as Rack Close, and now ealled Milsom Street, and an illustration 
of them is given on next page. They were cloth racks, on which the cloth 
made in Bath was exposed to the sun by the clothiers after it had been 
dyed, the cloth being secured on these frames or racks by stitching, to 
prevent it from shrinking unequally as it dried. The racks are very 
seldom marked on seventeenth century maps, but in this particular 
map of Bath, they appear in several places (see illustrations), in each 
case not far from the river, as the fulling and dyeing took place close 
to the banks of the stream. Their presence affords the strongest 
possible evidence for the origin of the name of the plot of land in 
Guildford, and incidentally they also prove the continuance of the 
cloth manufacture in Bath, to a much later date than has commonly 
been accepted. 
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The Racks in Rack Close, now called Milsom Street. 
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A Rack in a Meadow by the River near Bathwick Mill.

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I am informed that there is a similar plot of ground, called Rack 
Meadow, at Worstead, deriving its name from exactly the same origin. 

I am indebted to my friend, Mr. Sydney Sydenham, for the loan of 
Gilmore’s very rare map, and for the permission to make use of the 
information on the subject of Bath industries which he had accumulated, 
aud which has enabled this note to be written.

IV. 
ST. MARY’S CHURCH, BLECHINGLEY. 


In the course of the repairs to the exterior of the church lately 
carried out, some interesting features have been disclosed by the removal 
of the coat of rough-cast which had been applied over the whole surface 
of the walling and dressings. 

In the south aisle indications of the heads of pointed segmental 
windows of low pitch are visible above the windows which were inserted 
about a half-century ago, and the lower part of a buttress, midway 
between the porch and the south chapel, has been laid bare. The 
front of the porch, which is wholly of ashlar, had been hacked very 
deeply to obtain a hold for the rough-cast. A few of the stones had to 
be removed for renewal, and it was found that they had originally 
formed parts of cylindrical piers of Norman date. In the south wall 
of the south chapel one complete Early English lancet and the half 
of another have been uncovered, and below these is a small opening or 
low-side window of quatrefoil form. 

Below the modern lancet windows in the east wall of the chancel, 
two jamb stones remain of the Early English window. These jambs 
have wide splays on the inside with the original plaster remaining on 
them, but the splays, though laid bare in the course of the work, are 
now again necessarily buried in the later walling. 

Between the string under the east window and the ground, a portion 
of the surface of the chancel wall was of roughly shaped and loosely 
set ashlar, the other parts of the wall being of rubble stone. This 
roughly chopped ashlar proved to be made up of fragments of wrought 
and moulded work of various dates, the properly worked portions being 
turned inwards. The fragments included pieces of Late Norman work, 
moulded string*with round nail-head ornaments, an attached shaft with 
cable twists a continuous square-headed nail ornament occurring be- 
tween the cables, and a jamb stone with two small attached shafts 
with cushion cap. Of Early English work, portions of moulded 
jambs arches and labels of windows, with remains of colour decoration 
in places upon the surface. The decoration upon the jamb stones 
consisted of red lines forming the usual block pattern. There were ae 
also a few pieces of Decorated and Perpendicular window tracery, ae z 
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This rough ashlar work must have been of late date, perhaps of the 
end of the 18th century; but from the fact that Norman and Early 
English mouldings were found mixed up with stones of the 14th and 
15th centuries, it would seem to indicate that the earlier stones had 
been re-used by the 15th century builders, as had been done in the front 
of the porch, and that the more recent builders had found the stones 
together in some portion of the church now removed, and had utilized 
them for repairing the walling under the east window. 

There is one stone, found in the wall of the chapel, which has 
perhaps more interest than the others, on account of its greater amount 
of ornamentation. It consists of a portion of an engaged shaft with a 
capital attached. The capital has no necking, but the outline grows 
out from the shaft with an easy curve and, changing its flexure, 
assumes a bulbous form. On the front of the bulb is carved a man’s 
head with stiff straight hair, and beard of corresponding character. 
On either side of the head is a group of three leaves of stiff Early 
English character. The top of the stone has the mason’s setting-out 
lines grooved in the stone. The abacus has been in a separate piece of 
stone or marble. ‘The carving of the head and foliage is very hard and 
mechanical, and gives the impression of having been done by a mason, 
rather than by a trained carver. 

All the stones having any mouldings or carvings upon them are 
preserved in the church and parvise. 

I have not attempted to work out the history of the church by 
defining the various changes in plan and design which it has undergone 
from time to time in arriving at its present form, but there is in the 
building itself, and in the fragments of stonework of various periods 
which have lately come to light, sufficient evidence to show that the 
church from an early date must have been one of considerable im- 
portance and have been richly treated in its architectural details.

THE CHURCHES OF LETHERHEAD, MICKLEHAM, 
FETCHAM, AND ASHTEAD, AS THEY WERE 
FORTY YEARS AGO. 


The following Notes upon the four Churches which were visited 
by the Society in its Annual Excursion of 1904, were made by a 
then young ecclesiologist in the year 1866 or earlier. As they 
describe the Churches before their last alterations, some of which 
are not for the better, e.g., the round Frenchified tower at Mickleham, 
they may possibly prove not without interest. 
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LETHERHEAD, with the unusual dedication of St. Mary and St. 
Nicholas, still an unrestored church, consists of nave with aisles, 
north porch and two transepts, which extend very little beyond the 
walls of the nave. The west tower, oddly enough, is much out 
of the axis of the body of the church, there being a deviation of 
3 feet 6 inches to the north-west. From the numerous repairs and 
alterations in the last century, the church has a broken but rather 
picturesque appearance. The roof is covered with flags of Horsham 
slate, and three irregular dormers with carved bargeboards project from 
it on each side. The north transept, of flint and stone, in chequer- 
work, dates from about the middle of the 14th century : the opposite 
transept has been refaced, and a modern window of Perpendicular 
style put in. The east end also has a new window of Decorated 
design. ‘There are blocked doorways in one or two places, and the 
porch and its doorways are quite plain. The tower, repaired and 
plastered all over in the year 1766, is in a sad condition of neglect. It 
has four stages, each rather low, with a newel stair at the north-east, 
and an embattled top. At the aiteration just referred to all its old 
windows were removed, and hideous ones put in their place. There 
are eight bells. 

That the obliquity of the tower is of no modern act, is proved by the 
irregularity of the north and south arcades, the south side having four 
arches, while that on the north has only three. These are, however, 
the oldest and the best things in the Church, their columns being 
cireular and rather massive, and the easternmost one having a beautiful 
flowered cap. They belong to the Transitional period. The tower 
arch, of great width, is Perpendicular, but it is hidden with an 
organ and a gallery. The chancel arch is plain, and those opening 
into the aisles from the transepts are small, and only chamfered off 
from the walls—the south transept being much the narrower. Each are 
raised two steps above the nave floor, and the chancel two more. All 
the roofs are flat and plastered, except that of the chancel, which is 
wagon-shaped. Here is a piscina and sedilia with marble shafts 
(restored). On either side are Decorated windows, each of two lights. 
One of the transept windows has coloured glass, of all dates, jumbled 
together without design, yet much of it is said to have been brought 
from France, and inserted by a former vicar. The nave windows, with 
one exception, are all bad and modern. The font is Perpendicular, an 
octagon, of the common pattern, with quatrefoils and roses on each side 
of the bowl. There is a brass (without name or date) and smaller 
ones beneath to six children, besides a matrix for a female. An 
upright brass plate with poetry by Churchyard, and a helmet above it, 
commemorates R. Gardner, 1571, and there is another monument to 
R. Dalton, 1681. The screens remained in their proper place till 
lately, when the central one was sold, and the other portion carried 
to the west, and glazed, to keep off the draughts. 


Micktenay, St. Michael, a mile south of Letherhead, in the valley 
of the Mole, may be called a Norman church with many later alterations. 
Until the year 1823 it was a genuine thing, a nave and chancel with a 
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north chapel, but since then aisles have been added, and a bad ugly 
vestry built on the north: the church then changed its character 
entirely, at least within ; much fanciful pseudo-Norman in plaster was 
inflicted upon it in the shape of square piers and over-ornamented arches 
between the nave and aisles; a stained roof was added, a screen and 
chancel stall-work, not a bit of which is really good. Exception must 
be made for the pulpit, brought from Belgium, with carved figures in 
high relief and really a fine thing, presented to the church by the 
Rev. A. Burmester, the rector since 1813. The real Norman work 
remaining now, is the west doorway (within a porch), the chancel arch, 
which shows the double chevron, bead and the dog tooth ornament, and 
a plain billet on the eastern side, with a flat soffit, and in the chancel 
are four Norman windows with internal shafts and caps, connected by a 
string, cut with a billet which is carried over the tops of the windows 
also. The east window, a Decorated design, has good tracery, and has 
some old glass. The font is of Sussex marble, square on five shafts, 
of the common type, but the shafts set closer together than is usual, 
with six plain arches cut on each side the bowl. The north or 
Norbury chapel, now fitted as a pew with a fireplace, has tablets to the 
Locks, Fanny Burney’s friends, and brasses to W. Wyndham and wife, 
1515, and from the mouths of the figures is the prayer for merey on a 
scroll. A helmet hangs in the chancel. The tower at the west end is 
very low, and with its spreading buttresses looks massive : but as it 
rises but little above the roof, the need of such buttresses seems hardly 
apparent, unless it was formerly much higher. It supports now only a 
stumpy shingled spire and holds three bells. During divine service, the 
communion plate is always upon the table. In spite of the false 
architecture within and without, it is impossible not to like Mickleham 
Church. 


Fercnam Church is beautifully situated in a park, and with its deep 
sloping roofs and its ivy mantled tower, on the opposite side, peering 
above all, set against a background of fine timber trees, make it one of 
the most picturesque churches in Surrey. It consists of a nave and 
north aisle only, under a single roof, which falls from a high pitch to 
within six feet of the churchyard, which is kept like a garden. There 
was formerly a south aisle, which has been destroyed, leaving its 
columns and arches exposed on the outer side. These columns are 
Norman, and in the lower stage of the tower are also small Norman 
windows. How long the Norman work remained intact we can judge 
from the insertion of some Early English lancets, which appear on the 
north as well as at the west, where also some Roman tiles have been 
worked in. The interior, lately “restored,” looks too fresh to be 
altogether pleasing. There are two good windows, one at the west, 
Decorated, of three lights, and another of two lights in a small north 
transept of two lights with glaring tracery, the latter unrestored. The 
south windows inserted in the blocked Norman arcade are all very poor ; 
but the porch has an Early English doorway of good design. Between 
the nave and its aisle are two wide arches, which have octagonal 
columns without caps, The chancel, which may be called Early 
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English too, is rather lofty for a small church, but plain : here is a 
piscina with a square head, a restored sedile, and an aumbry. In the 
transept is another piscina with a triangular head, and a shelf. The 
Tower arch is modern Norman, and the windows have modern stained 
glass. The fount is modern also and poor. There are monuments to 
H. Vincent with a coloured bust, 1631 ; to Antony Rous, 1631; and 
slab on the floor, to P. Warburton 1655, and Jane Glover, 1664. 


AsHtTEAD Church, of flint, dedicated to St. Giles, stands also in a 
park, occupying a site close to a Roman camp, as may be supposed 
from a Roman road which passed near it, as well as from many 
fragments of Roman brick built into the walls of the church. ‘The 
ground plan is rather singular, for while on the south there are the 
usual features of tower, nave and chancel, there are on the north some 
irregularities, viz. : a transept dating from 1862, a chapel opening into 
it from the east, and an “engaged” vestry. The roofs both of nave 
and chancel, which externally is of the same height as the nave, are 
covered with Horsham flags. The tower, which is of four stages, is 
plastered over, and appears much wider from north to south than on 
the other sides. This is in consequence of the belfry turret at the 
south-east being brought out flush with the east face of the tower. 
The top is embattled, but the work is modern. The west door, 
however, is the original one, retaining its old hinges and nail heads, 
but the stone work about it, as well as the windows in general, 
Perpendicular in style, are, to use a misused term, “restorations,” 
which they probably are not. On the north side, however, an Early 
lancet has been suffered to remain, and about it are fragments of 
Roman tiling. The church as a whole has had very careful, perhaps 
too careful a treatment, at the expense of losing antiquity: for instance, 
all the pewing and the roofings are of cedar, the scent of which is 
fragrant on entering the church. The roof of the chancel and its stall- 
work, richly carved with figures of the Evangelists, are all in that 
wood ; the only thing apparently not cedar but oak is the Communion 
Table, which is supported by Caryatides. The window above it is filled 
with 15th century glass, representing the Crucifixion, &c., brought here 
from Herek in Flanders. A modern window on the south has English 
glass, in imitation of the old, but far inferior to the other. The font, 
which is Perpendicular, has quatrefoils on each side of the octagonal 
bowl, and a high canopy of cedar cut tabernaclewise. There are two 
monuments worthy of mention: Lady Diana Fielding, with a bust, 
1733, and to H. Newdegate, 1629. An archeologist might find his 
time repaid in tracing the encampment, and an artist could find many 
worse things to sketch than the fine surrroundings of Ashtead Church.

RAKE HOUSE, WITLEY. 


In my paper on this house in Vol. XVIII of our Collections, 1 
discussed the date and origin of the arrangement of a large central 
chimney block with an outer door opposite to it and a room on each 
side. 

In Vol. II, p. 166, of the Transactions of the Suffolk Institute of 
Archeology, is an illustrated account of the well-known house of the 
Sparowe family at Ipswich. One wing of this has a chimney block 
and entrance similar to that at Rake, and the mantel to the room bears 
the date 1609; that at Rake was dated 1602. One may safely 
conclude that this arrangement came in about the year 1600.

RECTORS OF MERSTHAM. 


When I compiled the list of Rectors of Merstham printed in 
Vol. XVII of the Surrey Archeological Collections, I was not aware 
that Adam Aske was to be identified with Adam of Usk. Having had 
my attention drawn to the fact, I supplement my paper by an account 
of his remarkable career, condensed from the sources mentioned at the 
end of the article. 

Apam Asker, LL.D., 1411—rather Adam of Usk—a distinguished 
lawyer and writer of a Latin Chronicle of English History from 1377 
to 1421, was born at Usk in Monmouthshire about 1352. Through 
the favour of Edmund Mortimer, third Earl of Mareh, who held the 
lordship of Usk, he was appointed to a law-studentship at Oxford, and 
in due course took the degrees of Bachelor and Doctor. Having 
entered into Holy Orders he was presented, 11th September, 1383, to 
the rectory of Mitchel Troy, exchanging it, 1385, for that of Babeary 
in Somerset. In 1387 he was residing in Oxford, probably as lecturer 
in Canon Law. For seven years, 1392-99, he practised in the Court of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, and was present in some capacity in the 
last Parliament of Richard II. In 1399 the Archbishop conferred on 
him the rectory of Kemsing with Seal, near Sevenoaks, in addition to 
the rectory of West Hanningfield in Essex, to which he had been 
instituted by papal dispensation about two months before, and which 
he exchanged the same year for Shire Newton -in Monmouthshire, and 
that again for Panteg, being from 1396 to 1408 also rector of Castle 
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Combe. Some of these appointments involved him in litigation, and in 
the case of Kemsing the final decision was adverse to his claims. In 
the revolution of 1399 he joined Archbishop Arundel, one of Boling- 
broke’s principal adherents, and accompanied the invading army in its 
march from Bristol to Chester. By his influence his native place 
escaped the punishment with which it was threatened for the resistance 
of its inhabitants. After Richard’s surrender, Adam was appointed 
one of the commissioners for the deposition of the king ; and he gives 
an interesting account of a visit he paid to him in the Tower. His 
reward was a prebend in the Collegiate Church of Abergwili, to which 
was soon added another, in the Church of Bangor, on the nomination 
of the Prince of Wales. The new king seems to have had a high 
opinion of his ability as a lawyer, for in 1400 Henry submitted to him 
a case whereby he sought to avoid restoration of the dower of Richard’s 
young wife, Isabella of France, at whose departure to her own land 
Adam was present. He tells us that he drew up the petition of Sir 
Thomas Dymock for the championship at the Coronation, and that he 
was retained in the well-known suit of Lord Grey of Ruthin against 
Lord Edward Hastings. So far he had been a successful man. But 
he had now to leave the country as an exile. It has been said that he 
forfeited the royal favour by the boldness with which he remonstrated 
with Henry on the faults of his government. Incredible however as 
it may appear, there can be no doubt that, with his servants Edward 
Usk and Richard Edoyn, he was convicted as a common thief of 
having stolen at Westminster a black horse, with saddle and bridle, 
value 100 shillings, and 14 marks (£9 : 6s. 8d.) in cash, the property of 
Walter Jakes. At Rome, where his offence was perhaps unknown, he 
was favourably received, appointed Papal Chaplain and Auditor, and 
employed in deciding various suits. The Pope gave him the Arch- 
deaconry of Buckingham and the livings of Knoyle, Tisbury and 
Deverill, Wilts; but as they were withheld he, at a later period, 
bestowed on him in their stead the Archdeaconries of Llandaff and 
Caermarthen, with the church of Llandefailog and the prebend of 
Llanbister. While at Rome he states that the Pope, “but for his 
enemies’ envy and slander,” would have appointed him to the bishopric 
of Hereford, and subsequently to that of St. David’s, had not the king 
remained inexorable. In 1405 Adam shared the misfortunes of his 
patron, remaining some days in hiding disguised as a Dominican, 
“stripped even to his shoe latchets,” until in the dress of a sailor he 
escaped down the river to the Pope at Viterbo. An illness followed. 
The next two years he passed at Bruges, waiting in vain for the 
pardon which Henry refused to give. There he met the Earl of 
Northumberland and Thomas Lord Bardolf, who invited him to join in 
the projected rebellion. Adam wisely declined ; but the king became 
yet more angry on hearing of his intercourse with the rebels. At 
length, 1408, determined to return, he eluded the English vessels, and, 
reaching Wales, took to the hills among Owen Glendower’s followers, 
“sorely tormented with many and great perils of death and capture 
and false brethren, and of hunger and thirst, and passing many nights 
without sleep for fear of the attacks of foes.” From Owen’s camp he 
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
